New  Library  Branch  on  Hastings  Street 

Arrangements  are  nearing  completion  for  the 
establishment  of  a  branch  library  at  540-542  Hast- 
ings Street,  between  Wilkins  and  Watson  Streets. 
It  is  planned  to  open  these  library  quarters  on  the 
1st  of  December,  and  the  thickly  populated  district 
presages  heavy  patronage.

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THE  INFLUENCE  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Extract  from  an  address  by  Dr.  Charles  L.  Noyes,  at  the 
dedication  of  the  Somerville  Library. 

"To  understand  what  it  means  that  a  city  should  build, 
equip,  man  and  maintain  a  library  like  this,  is  to  explain 
the  meaning  of  our  civic  life  to-day.  A  modern  library  is  a 
mirror  held  up  to  modern  life  in  its  latest  phase.  Approve 
it  you  cannot  unless  you  believe  in  the  movement  of 
humanity  in  which  we  are  a  part.  Condemn  it  and  you 
indict  civilization,  you  stand  against  the  stream  of  our  life 
as  a  people  to-day.  *The  best  is  not  too  good  for  the 
common  people,*  is  our  creed  and  our  inspiration.  The 
symbol  of  that  civic  zeal  and  ideal  is  before  us  in  this  noble 
library,  standing  in  the  present  and  pointing  to  the  future. 

"A  modern  city  library  is,  I  think,  the  finest  and 
clearest  interpretation  of  the  spirit  of  the  times.  It  is, 
indeed,  but  one  organ  in  the  complex  and  complete  munici- 
pal ministry.  All  kindred  institutions — hospitals,  schools, 
parks,  play  and  pleasure  grounds — are  but  the  people  act- 
ing collectively  for  the  benefit  and  betterment  of  all.  But 
I  hope  it  will  seem  no  partiality  in  me  to  say  that  the 
library  serves  in  things  which  are  the  most  indispensable 
and  of  the  highest  rank. 

"A  public  library  shows  humanity  educating  itself  for 
human  life — improving  its  efficiency,  perfecting  its  nature, 
enriching  its  capacities  and  resources.  But  the  supreme 
task  for  the  democracy  of  the  future  is  to  educate  itself 
for  its  work  as  a  democracy.  Popular  government  nriust 
be  intelligent.  A  democracy  cannot  survive,  still  less 
prosper,  without  libraries  or  their  equivalent.  A  monarchy 
might,  but  the  problems  of  life  and  government  under 
popular  rule  are  many  and  multiplying,  and  we,  the  people, 
must  solve  them."

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Travelers*  Taled 

To  some  of  those  who,  like  a  certain  historic  personage,  come 
from  going  to  and  fro  in  the  earth,  and  from  walking  up  and 
down  in  it,  we  owe  some  of  the  most  entertaining  of  books. 
Several  recent  books  of  travel  belong  to  this  class  and  so  may 
be  recommended  for  summer  reading. 

Raymond  E.  Priestley's  Antarctic  Adventure;  Scott's  Northern 
Party,  is  one  of  the  most  readable  books  on  Polar  e^xpeditions 
though  it  may  be  somewhat  disappointing  to  the  scientist.  Writ- 
ten in  the  restrained  style  of  the  English  man  of  action,  it  gives 
an  excellent  idea  of  how  six  men  spent  two  winters  near  the 
South  Pole. 

Iceland;  Horsebctck  Tours  in  Saga  Land,  by  W.  S.  C.  Russell, 
is  full  of  history,  folk  lore,  and  description  of  that  little  known 
island  whose  name  suggests  all  that  is  cold  and  inhospitable.  The 
author,  however,  who  has  lived  for  three  summers  among  the 
people  of  Faroe  and  Iceland,  is  a  great  admirer  of  their  sturdy 
qualities  and  their  generous  spirit  of  hospitality.  The  atmosphere, 
too,  of  the  place  appeals  to  his  imagination :  *'Here  in  the  old  and 
stirring  days,  great  minds  held  sway.  What  sturdy  men  they 
were,  mighty  in  feats  of  arms,  resourceful,  inventive,  poetic, 
pregnant  with  the  genius  of  thought  that  in  their  later  day  de- 
velopment produced  a  scholastic,  peaceful.  Christian  nation!" 

The  life  of  the  venerable  fishing  villages  scattered  along  the 
coast  of  Gasp6,  the  vast  peninsula  of  eastern  Quebec,  is  repro- 
duced in  the  pages  of  John  Mason  Clarke's  Heart  of  Gaspe, 

The  Saturday  Review  says  of  Sketches  in  Poland,  by  Frances 
D.  Little:  "The  book  is,  artistically,  charming;  and  besides,  it 
gives  the  reader,  by  deft  touches,  a  good  idea  of  the  attitude  of 
the  Pole  towards  his  several  masters,  and  of  their  attitude  to 
him." 

Through  Central  Africa,  by  James  Barnes,  gives  a  spirited 
account  of  native  and  animal  life  through  somewhat  the  same 
country  traversed  by  Stanley.  The  illustrations  are  unusually  in- 
teresting as  the  expedition  was  for  the  purpose  of  taking  moving 
pictures  of  animals  in  their  natural  habitat. 

Masterpieces  of  Printing 

The  two  most  beautiful  books  in  the  world  are  described  by 
the  author  of  The  Eighteen  Nineties  in  a  chapter  on  the  Revival 
of  Printing.  Speaking  of  the  books  printed  by  William  Morris 
at  the  Kelmscott  Press,  he  says :  "The  books  published  naturally 
reflect  Morris'  own  literary  taste.  The  act  of  printing  was  with 
him  an  act  of  reverence  and  all  of  the  volumes  issued  were 
printed  in  the  spirit  of  love  of  fine  literature  or  his  own  work. 
*  *  *  Many  of  the  volumes  have  wood  cuts,  chiefly  from 
drawings  by  Burne-Jones,  and  Morris  designed  all  the  elaborate 
initial  letters,  borders,  title-pages,  and  other  decorations.  It 
would  not  be  easy  in  the  ordinary  way  to  single  out  any  book 
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for  special  notice  among  so  many  masterpieces  of  printing,  each 
possessing  characteristics  of  its  own  worthy  of  individual  praise, 
but  one  book,  and  as  it  happens  the  one  that  Morris  printed  with 
his  fullest  reverence,  does  actually  stand  out  from  among  the  rest 
with  distinction.  That  book  is  the  noble  folio  containing  the 
works  of  Chaucer  enshrined  in  type  cast  for  the  purpose,  with 
Morris'  own  superb  and  appropriate  decorations,  and  eighty-six 
illustrations  by  Bume-Jones.  Never  was  author  paid  so  hand- 
some a  tribute  as  by  this  book,  and  when  it  is  in  its  complete  form, 
with  G)bden-Sanderson's  binding,  one  is  surely  in  the  presence 
of  the  most  beautiful  and  the  best  designed  book  the  world 
has  ever  seen. 

"The  Doves  Press,  although  in  the  direct  line  of  descent  from 
Morris,  was  to  some  extent  a  reaction  against  decorated  page, 
and  by  adhering  strictly  to  the  formal  beauty  of  well-designed 
type  and  a  well-built  page  it  proved  that  all  the  requirements 
of  good  taste,  good  craftsmanship  and  utility  could  be  achieved. 
There  is  nothing,  for  instance,  quite  so  effective  as  the  first 
page  of  the  Doves  Bible,  with  its  great  red  initial  T  dominating 
the  left  hand  margin  of  the  opening  chapter  of  Genesis  like 
a  symbol  of  the  eternal  wisdom  and  simplicity  of  the  wonder- 
ful Book.  Neither  foliation  nor  arabescjue  could  better  have 
introduced  the  first  verse  of  the  Creation  than  this  flaming, 
sword-like  initial.  This  edition  of  the  Bible  in  itself  represents 
the  last  refuge  of  the  complex  in  the  simple  and  stands  beside 
the  Kelmscott  Chaucer  without  loss  by  comparison  in  beauty 
or  workmanship." 

Engineering  Literature 

Books  for  the  engineer  are  added  to  the  library  every  week 
and  at  least  fifty  magazines  of  interest  to  engineers  are  received 
in  the  periodical  department.  Several  of  these  periodicals  have 
reviews  of  recent  engineering  literature,  carefully  prepared  by 
engineers  and  other  technically  trained  men,  each  chosen  for 
his  specific  knowledge  of  the  field  covered  by  the  boc^  assigned 
for  review.  These  reviews  are  signed  with  a  foot-note  telling 
who  the  reviewer  is. 

The  Engineering  Record  considers  Eugene  Lauchli's  Tun- 
neling, among  this  month's  additions  to  the  library,  probably  the 
most  important  contribution  to  tunnel  literature  during  the  past 
decade,  and  adds  that  it  deals  with  the  cardinal  points  of  tun- 
neling in  just  the  way  a  tunnel  digger  likes  and  with  the  con- 
vincing certainty  of  a  man  who  is  familiar  with  both  the  de- 
sign and  the  construction  phases  of  his  subject 

Engineering  Economics,  by  J.  C.  L.  Fish,  is  primarily  for  the 
student,  though  it  is  also  intended  to  render  effective  service 
in  the  office,  says  the  same  journal. 

Preventing  Losses  in  Factory  Power  Plants,  by  D.  M.  Myers, 
according  to  the  Electrical  World,  cannot  fail  to  open  the  eyes 


of  directing  officials  to  methods  of  economy  which  they  have 
heretofore  neglected. 

Norman  Davey's  Gas  Turbine  is  pronounced  the  most  com- 
prehensive book  on  the  subject 

The  Engineering  News  says  that  the  engineer  as  well  as  the 
architect  may  well  feel  grateful  to  all  who  had  a  hand  in  trans- 
lating, illustrating,  and  publishing  a  handy  edition  of  Ten  Books 
on  Architecture,  by  Vitruvius,  an  architect  and  engineer  of  other 
days.  The  chief  value  of  the  book  is  historic  and  many  passages 
might  be  quoted  to  illustrate  the  crude  or  naive  scientitic  theo- 
ries held  at  that  time.

Notes  on  New  Books 

Art  at  the  Panama-Pacific 

Expositions  may  be  the  things  of  a  day,  but  the  influence 
of  those  held  in  tnis  country  at  least,  will  have  to  be  reckoned 
in  units  of  centuries.  The  Philadelphia  Centennial  opened  the 
eyes  of  a  nation  to  its  need  of  art;  the  Chicago  World's  Fair 
gave  sculpture  its  first  great  encouragement  in  America;  and 
now  the  Panama-Pacific  with  its  wealth  of  beautiful  architecture 
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and  landscape  gardening,  and  its  two  hundred  and  fifty  pieces 
of  sculpture  adorning  its  open  spaces  and  its  buildings,  has 
shown  Ae  Pacific  Slope  what  art  may  do  to  improve  nature  even 
in  the  West 

Eugen  Neuhaus,  Chairman  of  the  Western  Advisory  Com- 
mittee and  Member  of  the  San  Francisco  Jury  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Fine  Arts  of  the  Exposition,  has  just  got  out  a 
book,  Uie  Art  of  the  Exposition,  which,  with  its  excellent  pho- 
togravures and  interesting  text,  gives  a  good  idea  of  the  art 
features  of  the  exposition.  Mr.  Neuhaus  outlines  the  architec- 
tural scheme,  the  setting  and  style  of  the  architecture;  shows 
the  relation  of  the  sculpture  to  the  architecture,  its  artistic 
meaning  and  its  symbolism;  treats  of  the  color  scheme  and  the 
landscape  gardening,  which  is  such  an  original  feature  of  the 
Panama-Pacific;  explains  the  significance  of  the  mural  deco- 
rations; and  ends  with  a  view  of  the  exposition  grounds  at 
night 

Two  Musicians 

One  of  the  most  distinguished  of  living  musicians,  Sir 
Charles  Villiers  Stanford,  an  Irish  composer  and  conductor,  was 
in  this  country  in  June,  conducting  his  "Irish  Symphony."  His 
Pages  from  an  Unwritten  Diary  tells  of  his  life  as  an  artist  in 
Ireland,  Germany,  and  England  and  of  his  experiences  with 
famous  fellow-artists  such  as  Liszt,  Wagner,  Brsuims,  Joachim, 
Tennyson,  Sir  Henry  Irving,  and  others  of  equal  renown.  Inter- 
esting as  it  always  is  to  meet  the  illustrious,  especially  when 
introduced  by  their  contemporaries,  the  best  part  of  the  book 
is  Sir  Charles  Stanford  himself,  with  his  cheerful  Irish  tem- 
perament and  his  quite  delightful  weakness  for  funny  Irish 
stories,  excusable  because  always  happily  apropos.  Even  his 
"music  talk"  is  enlivened  by  little  sparks  of  wit  In  his  simple, 
direct  way  of  putting  things  he  is,  as  a  rule,  more  amusing  than 
aesthetic 

Frequent  mention  is  made  in  Pages  from  an  Unwritten  Diary 
of  Joseph  Joachim,  the  great  Hung^arian  violinist  and  composer. 
A  collection  of  letters  written  by  him  and  to  him  is  also  among 
the  new  biographies  at  the  Library.  "This  spring  of  1862," 
writes  Sir  Charles  Stanford,  "was  to  become  ever  memorable 
to  me.  I  was  taken  to  a  concert  where  I  saw  and  heard  for  the 
first  time  the  greatest  artist  of  our  time,  Joseph  Joachim.  The 
pieces  he  played  were  the  Kreutzer  Sonata  and  the  G  minor 
fugue  of  Bach.  The  impression  he  gave  me  at  once  was  that 
of  the  inevitable  rightness  of  every  note  and  phrase  he  played. 
In  the  last  volume  of  Hans  von  Billow's  letters  it  is  obvious 
that  he  has  the  same  feeling,  for  he  often  uses  the  term 
*Joachimsch'  as  a  synonym  for  'perfect'  When  I  went  to 
see  Joachim  the  next  morning  he  was  in  an  instant  as  much 
a  boy  as  I,  and  a  friendship  began  which  lasted  unbroken  till 
his  death."

The  musical  and  literary  circle  of  which  the  Schumanns 
were  the  center  appear  in  these  letters.  Joachim's  relation  to  the 
Sdhumanns  was  particularly  beautiful  Simple,  sympathetic,  and 
unegotistical,  he  stands  forth  in  this  volume  of  letters  as  some- 
thing quite  different  from  the  ordinary  possessor  of  the  artistic 
temperament 

Camping 

Dedicated  to  ''the  Red  man,  whose  woodcraft  exceeds  our  best 
as  the  master  the  'prentice/*  Warren  H.  Miller's  Camp  Craft 
tells  tiie  many  things  a  camper  should  know  before  he  "hits  the 
trail"  Ernest  Thompson  Seton  writes  an  introduction  to  the 
book  in  which  he  says  that  the  author's  aim  is  to  show  the  simple, 
effectual  inexpensive  ways  of  winning  all  the  joys  and  dodging 
all  the  sorrows  of  camp  life  and  adds  that  he  has  tried  out  all 
the  things  he  writes  about  many  times  before  offering  them  to 
the  world  as  things  of  proven  worth. 

Pictures  of  typical  camp  scenery  in  various  parts  of  this 
continent  are  flashed  on  the  screen — ^the  Appalachian  hills, 
the  spruce  and  white  birch  country  of  Maine  and  Nova  Sco- 
tia, the  salt-water  bays  of  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  the  heart  of 
the  Rockies — ^while  the  author  tells  the  way  to  set  about 
making  a  camp  in  each  of  these  various  places  and  describes 
the  equipment  needed  for  each  sort  of  camp.  Detailed  advice 
is  given  in  regard  to  beds,  tents,  clothing,  food  and  cooking 
equipment,  fires,  trail  accessories  and  packs.  Numerous  il- 
lustrations add  greatly  to  the  practical  value  of  the  book. 

Notes  on  Life 

"For  many  years,"  says  Havelock  Ellis  in  a  graceful  pref- 
ace to  Impressions  and  Comments,  one  of  his  latest  books, 
"I  have  been  accustomed  to  make  notes  on  random  leaves 
of  the  things  in  Life  and  Thought  which  have  chanced  to 
strike  my  attention.  Such  records  of  personal  reaction  to 
the  outer  and  inner  world  have  been  helpful  to  my  work, 
and  so  had  their  uses.  But  as  one  grows  older  the  possi- 
bilities of  these  uses  become  more  limited.  One  realizes  in 
the  Autumn  that  leaves  no  longer  have  a  vital  function  to 
perform;  there  is  no  longer  any  need  why  they  should  cling 
to  the  tree.    So  let  them  be  scattered  to  the  winds!" 

They  are  the  sophisticated  comments  of  a  man  who  has 
been  a  teacher,  medical  student  and  practitioner,  scientist, 
social  reformer,  and  the  author  of  many  books.  Incidentallv  he 
is  a  lover  of  painting,  music,  sculpture,  and  travel  These 
miniature  essays  range  in  diversity  of  subject  from  olives  to 
Ovid  and  are  representative  of  the  author's  varied  talents 
and  interests.  As  Mr.  Ellis  expresses  it,  they  are  concerned 
with  "the  miracles  of  nature  and  the  charms  and  absurdities 
of  the  human  worm.''

Social  Questions 

An  interesting  phase  of  the  war  in  Europe  has  been  the 
attitude  toward  it  of  socialists.  One  of  the  first  expressions 
of  this  attitude  in  book  form  is  W.  E.  Walling's  Socialists  and 
the  War.  It  contains  the  official  statement  of  socialist  organ- 
izations, the  opinions  of  leading  socialists,  and  editorial  ex- 
pressions in  the  socialist  press.  Mr.  Walling,  as  editor,  has 
chosen  only  material  of  the  greatest  political  and  economic 
importance   which    shows   the   position   of   socialists   in   all 
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countries  on  war  and  peace  in  general  and  toward  this  war  in 
particular. 

The  city  manager  as  a  profession  is  considered  in  Harry 
Toulmin's  The  City  Manager,  The  details  of  the  plan  and  how 
it  has  worked  out  so  far  in  the  cities  which  have  tried  it  are 
set  forth. 

In  Black  and  White  is  the  discussion  by  a  Southern  woman 
of  a  question  peculiarly  American.  Mrs.  Hammond  considers 
the  negro  question  an  economic  rather  than  a  race  question. 
The  Survey  says  it  is  one  of  the  most  readable  sociological 
books  of  the  day. 

The  History  of  Penal  Methods^  by  George  Ives,  is  the  out- 
come of  twenty  years  of  study.  It  is  a  survey  of  penal  sys- 
tems going  back  to  the  Middle  Ages  and  ending  with  a  dis- 
cussion of  penal  reform  of  the  present  day.  For  those  who 
are  interested  in  prison  reform,  Donald  Lowrie's  My  Life  out 
of  Prison  and  Thomas  Mott  Osborne's  Within  Prison  Walls 
may  be  recommended  in  connection  with  this  history. 

Shall  I  drink  f  by  Joseph  H.  Crooker  is  considered  the  best 
book  published  for  up-to-date  facts  on  the  liquor  question 
and  for  a  historical  and  philosophical  discussion  of  the  subject 
in  popular  language. 

Books  for  the  Schools 

During  the  last  school  year  the  home  circulation  of  books 
from  the  collection  lent  to  the  schools  by  the  Library  was 
65,420.  As  the  books  are  duplicates  of  those  to  be  found  in 
the  Children's  rooms  at  the  branch  libraries,  the  collections 
are  sent  to  schools  widely  separated  from  those  branch 
buildings,  but  it  is  understood  that  any  teacher  anywhere  in 
the  city  may  have  such  a  collection  for  her  room  if  she 
wants  it. 

A  list  of  the  titles  in  the  schools  division  collection,  which 
at  present  is  about  five  hundred,  has  been  printed  for  the 
use  of  teachers.  It  is  not  to  be  considered  an  ideal  list  in  its 
present  form.  Titles  will  be  added  each  year  as  far  as  the 
funds  permit,  suggestions  from  teachers  always  receiving 
careful  attention.  The  Library  hopes  that  by  this  means 
with  the  help  of  the  teachers  many  children  will  learn  to 
know  and  love  books  which  otherwise  they  would  never  have 
had  the  opportunity  of  knowing. 

Books  for  the  Blind 

The  Scripps  Branch  Library  on  Trumbull  and  Grand 
River  Avenues  has  a  collection  of  about  one  hundred  books 
for  blind  readers  in  which  it  reports  an  increasing  circula- 
tion. Books  for  the  blind  may  be  sent  free  through  the 
United  States  Mail  and  most  of  tne  books  reach  their  readers  in 
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that  way.  New  York  Point  and  Braille  are  equally  popular 
among  the  Scripps  Library  blind  patrons.  The  Franklin 
School,  near  the  Library,  has  a  room  where  blind  children 
are  taught  to  read.  A  list  of  the  books  in  this  collection  may 
be  consulted  at  the  Main  Library  or  any  of  the  branches. 

The  Library  and  Recreation 

Plans  are  being  considered  with  the  Recreation  Commis- 
sion for  allowing  it  the  use  in  the  evenings  of  the  auditoriums 
of  some  of  the  branch  library  buildings.  Quiet  games,  lec- 
tures, debates,  and  amateur  theatricals  could  be  carried  on 
there,  thus  supplementing  the  outdoor  afternoon  playground 
work.  The  auditorium  of  the  Butzel  Branch  Library  has  been 
used  all  summer  for  a  very  successful  class  in  folk-dandng. 
Definite  plans  have  not  yet  been  made  but  undoubtedly  much 
will  be  done  along  this  line  during  the  winter. 

Spanish  Books 

A  number  of  books  in  Spanish  have  been  added  to  the 
Library  recently.  They  were  chosen  from  a  list  made  out  by 
a  teacher  of  Spanish  in  one  of  the  Detroit  high  schools.  The 
titles  may  be  luuna  on  page  89  of  tnis  bulletin.  More  titles  have 
been  ordered.

A  list  of  current  periodicals  and  other  serials  received  at 
the  Library  has  been  printed.  This  list  includes  periodicals, 
newspapers,  the  proceedings  and  transactions  of  societies,  and 
various  serial  government  publications.

Book  Lists  for  Immigrants 

A  list  of  books  for  foreigners  learning  English  is  the 
contribution  of  the  Library  to  the  work  of  the  Night  School 
Campaign  to  which  the  Board  of  Commerce  is  giving  sup- 
port. Grammars  and  handbooks  in  various  languages,  simple 
books  about  America,  American  history  and  biography,  busi- 
ness and  everyday  life  are  in  this  list.

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Notes  on  New  Books 

Trayel  in  America 

A  History  of  Travel  in  America,  by  Seymour  Dunbar, 
takes  the  reader  back  to  the  days  when  one  traveled,  not  for 
the  sake  of  traveling,  but  to  arrive;  for  the  going  was  long 
and  many  were  the  hardships  to  be  endured  along  the  way. 
The  work,  which  is  most  generously  illustrated  with  maps,  col- 
ored plates,  and  other  illustrations  reproduced  from  early  engrav- 
ings and  quaint  original  drawings,  shows  the  development  of 
travel  and  transportation  from  the  Indian  trail  and  the  stage 
coach  to  the  railway  systems  of  the  present  day. 

The  thing  that  perhaps  makes  this  history  most  valuable 
and  important  is  the  narrative  of  the  human  experiences  and 
social  conditions  which  accompanied  this  economic  conquest 
of  the  continent." 

The  author's  style  is  entertaining  rather  than  statistical. 
Mercereau's  stage  wagon  in  1771  reduced  the  time  between 
Philadelphia  and  New  York  to  a  day  and  a  half.  Mr.  Dunbar 
comments  thus:  "By  1771  the  public  demand  for  haste  as  a 
prime  consideration  of  travel  had  become  so  marked  that  the 
trip  from  New  York  to  Philadelphia  was  made  in  a  day  and 
a  half  and  the  proprietor  of  the  pre-Revolutionary  express 
which  sped  over  the  distance  in  that  amazing  time  was  blessed 
with  an  inspiration.  He  named  his  wagon  *The  Flying 
Machine.* " 

The  climax  of  the  story  comes  in  the  fourth  volume  with 
the  completion  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway.  "All  the 
country  knew  what  was  to  happen  that  day  in  the  western 
mountains.  During  twenty  years  the  people  had  debated  the 
possibility  of  spanning  the  continent  by  an  iron  highway, 
and  for  five  more  years  they  had  watched  the  progress  of 
the  work.  The  task  was  almost  done.  It  was  no  longer  a 
matter  of  decades  or  years,  but  of  hours — half  an  hour — five 
minutes — one  minute.  Unnumbered  multitudes  had  every- 
where gathered  to  await  the  appointed  signal,  for  it  had  been 
arranged  that  the  blows  of  the  sledge  on  the  last  spike  should 
be  communicated  afar  by  electricity,  and  that  the  impulse  so 

sent   should    ring   countless   bells   in    distant    cities And   if 

those  of  future  times  should  seek  for  a  day  on  which  the 
country  at  last  became  a  nation,  and  for  an  event  by  virtue 
of  which  its  inhabitants  became  one  people,  it  may  be  that 
they  will  not  select  the  verdict  of  some  political  campaign 
or  battle-field  but  choose,  instead,  the  hour  when  two  engines 
— one  from  the  East  and  the  other  from  the  West — met  at 
Promontory." 

Income 

At  the  time  of  the  publication  of  Prof.  Nearing's  latest 
book,  Income,  came  the  announcement  in  the  press  that  its 
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author  had  been  removed  from  his  position  as  professor  in 
the  Wharton  School  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  be- 
cause of  the  views  enunciated  in  this  and  other  books.  The 
Literary  Digest  considers  that  such  advertisement  was  un- 
necessary to  the  success  of  the  book  since  it  may  stand  on 
its  own  merits  "as  a  respectable  and  industrious  attempt  to 
present  a  mass  of  facts  throwing  light  upon  our  contempo- 
raneous economic  development." 

Like  most  economic  thinkers  Prof.  Nearing  is  obsessed 
by  the  questipn:  "Why  has  no  system  been  found  to  prevent 
the  appropriation  by  a  few  of  the  wealth  created  by  the 
mass?"  Statistics  given  of  the  incomes  of  various  vocations 
and  employments  will  be  useful  to  the  general  reader. 

Mountain  Climbing 

Guido  Rey,  the  author  of  Peaks  and  Precipices,  is  praised 
by  the  New  Republic  as  one  of  the  most  intrepid  of  living 
mountaineers,  and  one  of  the  most  engaging  of  all  writers 
about  mountaineering.  In  his  latest  book  Signor  Rey  de- 
scribes ascents  of  three  of  the  most  difficult  Chamonix  peaks, 
and  some  of  the  steepest  among  the  Dolomites. 

He  belongs  to  what  has  been  called  the  romantic-literary 
school  of  mountaineers  for  he  is  intent  not  only  on  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  feat  he  is  engaged  in  but  upon  experiencing 
all  the  possible  thrills  along  the  way.  Extremely  sensitive  to 
beauty,  he  exults  over  the  wonders  of  the  mountains  with  true 
Italian  fervour.  Peaks  and  Precipices  may  be  placed  alongside 
Mummery's  My  Climbs  in  the  Alps  and  Caucasus  as  a  moun- 
taineering classic.

BOOK  PRIVILEGES. 

The  library  will  allow  readers  to  draw  at  one  time 
non-fiction  works  of  sufficient  number  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  applicant,  if  not  interfering  with  the  rights  of  other 
readers.  Only  two  works  of  fiction  may  be  drawn  on 
each  individual  card  at  one  time. 
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The  North  American  Indian 

The  half-way  goal  has  been  reached  in  the  remarkable 
undertaking  begun  some  years  ago  of  photographing  the 
North  American  Indian,  and  so  preserving  for  all  time 
visual  records  of  this  "vanishing  race."  Mr.  Edward  S. 
Curtis,  the  photographer,  is  issuing  a  very  handsome  series 
of  volumes,  limited  to  five  hundred  sets,  which  are  made 
up  of  large  photogravure  plates  from  photographs  of  Indians, 
with  explanatory  text  accompanying  them. 

The  field  research  work  was  conducted  under  the  patron- 
age of  the  late  J.  Pierpont  Morgan.  Mr.  Roosevelt,  who  was 
also  much  interested,  writes  an  introduction  in  which  he 
tells  how  Mr.  Curtis,  whom  he  considers  both  an  artist  and 
a  trained  observer,  lived  on  intimate  terms  with  the  Indians 
of  many  tribes  of  the  mountains  and  plains  for  many  years 
in  order  that  he  might  know  them  "as  they  hunt  and  as 
they  travel  and  as  they  go  about  their  various  avocations  on 
the  march  and  in   the  camp." 

The  plates  picture  all  features  of  Indian  life  and  en- 
vironment: types  of  old  and  young  with  their  habitations, 
their  industries,  ceremonies,  games,  and  everyday  customs. 
The  Indian  lends  himself  to  artistic  treatment,  so  with  such 
a  subject  against  a  background  of  nature,  the  pictures  are 
something  more  than   photographs — they  are  works   of  art. 

The  tenth  volume  of  this  set  was  received  by  the  Library 
last  summer  and  may  be  examined  in  the  Reference  Room 
of  the  Main  Library.  In  the  Open  Shelf  Room  may  be 
found  a  number  of  books  on  the  American  Indian  advertised 
by  a  birch  bark  sign  made  by  an  Indian  of  northern  Mich- 
igan last  summer. 

Fiftieth  Annual  Report 

The  half  century  mark  has  been  reached  in  the  history  of 
the  Detroit  Public  Library.  Its  fiftieth  annual  report  has  just 
been  issued  and  may  be  had  on  request. 

The  Report  of  the  President  of  the  Detroit  Library  Com- 
mission presents  data  showing  the  present  economic  condi- 
tions after  fourteen  years  of  agitation  for  a  new  Main  Library 
building. 

The  Librarian's  report  sets  forth  the  reasons  behind  the 
determination  of  the  Commission  to  give  the  people  of  Detroit 
a  building  worthy  of  Detroit  and  its  future,  and  a  dignified 
expression  of  what  a  public  library  should  stand  for. 

The  summary  of  reports  from  the  various  departments  in 
the  Library  shows  gains  in  circulation  of  books  and  in  the 
constituency  reached;  169,482  more  volumes  were  circulated 
this  year  than  last  and  35,156  new  reader's  cards  were  issued. 
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Thanksgiving 

Thursday,  the  25th  of  November,  will  be  observed  as  a 
holiday  by  the  Library.  All  branches  and  stations  will  be 
closed  all  day.  The  majn  library  will  be  open  for  reading 
only  from  2  to  9  P.  M. 

The  Civics  Division 

The  Library  has  recently  organized  within  the  Reference 
Department  a  new  service  bureau  known  as  the  "Civics 
Division."  The  aim  of  this  division  is  to  furnish  promptly 
to  business  men,  social  workers,  debaters,  officials,  and 
private  investigators,  up-to-date  information  upon  those 
topics  of  present-day  public  interest  which  have  to  do  with 
international  and  national  affairs,  politics,  economics,  soci- 
ology, and  especially  with  municipal  government  and  social 
service. 

Obviously,  the  attempt  to  give  really  up-to-date  infor- 
mation^ upon  those  topics  which  are  uppermost  in  public 
thought  today  cannot  be  realized  through  the  medium  of 
books  alone,  although  the  Civics  Division  possesses  a  fair 
collection  of  the  latest  or  most  authoritative  books  on  sub- 
jects within  its  field.  But  by  far  its  most  important  material 
consists  of  pamphlets  and  clippings.  Much  valuable  material, 
the  result  of  painstaking  research  and  investigation  in 
colleges  and  universities,  business  houses,  social  service 
bureaus,  and  other  agencies,  is  available  in  pamphlet  form 
long  before  it  is  reprinted  in  books.  A  systematic  effort  is 
made  to  obtain  such  material  for  the  clipping  collection. 
About  fifteen  daily  newspapers,  representing  various  sec- 
,  tions  of  the  country,  are  regularly  clipped  for  items  bearing 
/  on  the  subjects  mentioned.  At  the  present  time  this  "box 
material,"  so-called  from  the  manner  in  which  it  is  cared 
for,  is  available  through  a  broadly  classified  index,  but  a 
minute  subject  index,  planned  for  the  near  future,  is  ex- 
pected to  make  the  collection  much  more  valuable. 

This  material  has  already  proved  its  usefuUiess.  Prac- 
tically the  only  material  on  the  much  .discussed  "Seamen's 
bill"  has  appeared  in  the  magazines  and  newspapers,  and, 
in  clipping  form,  has  served  several  persons  making  a  study 
of  the  reception  of  this  measure.  Questions  on  the  Anglo- 
French  Loan,  on  the  short  ballot,  brought  again  into  prom- 
inence through  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  on  the  Ford  peace  plan,  on  recreation  in 
Detroit,  on  various  phases  of  industrial  welfare,  and  on 
many  similar  topics  have  been  answered  through  this  "box 
material."  A  teacher  in  one  of  the  high  schools  of  the 
city  was   so  much   impressed   with   the   collection   that    she 
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sent  her  entire  class  in  English  to  look  it  over,  with  in- 
structions to  write  a  short  paper  on  some  subject  repre- 
sented. 

Once  a  month,  the  Civics  Division  will  issue  special 
publications  consisting  largely  of  lists  of  books,  magazine 
articles  and  other  material  on  social  and  municipal  affairs. 
Two  have  already  appeared,  one  on  "Fire  prevention"  and 
one  on  the  "Wider  use  of  school  plants." 

Photostat  Documents* 

During  a  recent  visit  to  Washington,  D.  C,  Mr.  C.  M. 
Burton  and  Mr.  W.  L.  Jenks,  president  of  the  Michigan 
Historical  Commission,  gained  access  to  certain  documents 
in  the  United  States  archives  which  students  of  history 
had  not  previously  been  allowed  to  see.  These  documents 
throw  new  light  on  a  number  of  interesting  events  in  the 
history  of  the  Old  Northwest  and  contribute  a  wealth  of 
personal  details  which  bring  vividly  to  mind  many  of  the 
actors  in  the  drama  of  the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth 
century. 

Photostat  copies  of  these  papers  are  now  arriving  and 
may  be  consulted  at  the  rooms  of  the  Burton  Historical 
Collection,  27  Brainard  St.,  open  every  week  day  (holidays 
excepted)  from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.

A  request,  signed  by  a  large  number  of  the  Canadian 
residents  of  the  territory  of  Michigan,  that  the  laws  of  said 
territory  be  printed  in  French  so  they  might  know  and 
obey   them. 

Petitions  of  the  Wyandot  Indians  that  they  be  allowed 
to  retain  part  of  their  lands  in  the  neighborhood  of  Browns 
Town,  signed  with   their  totems. 

Books  for  Christmas 

To  help  parents  in  selecting  Christmas  books  for  their 
children,  five  of  the  branch  libraries  have  small  collections 
of  books  on  display  in  their  children's  rooms.  Books  for 
boys  and  girls  of  any  age,  selected  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Children's  Department,  will  be  found  at  the  Utley,  Bowen, 
Scripps,  Gray,  and  Lothrop  Branch  Libraries. 

A  book  which  will  be  of  great  value  to  parents  and  teachers 
and  all  persons  interested  in  work  with  children  is  What  shall 
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we  read  to  the  children  by  Clara  W.  Hunt.  Miss  Hunt  is  Head  of 
the  Children's  department  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library.  The 
book  was  written  as  a  result  of  many  conferences  with  mothers, 
both  inside  the  library  and  out  and  after  years  of  experience  in 
work  with  children  and  is  a  practical,  simply  written,  small  book 
which  should  be  of  use  to  every  home  circle  where  the  practice 
of  reading  aloud  is  still  kept  alive.  The  chapter  on  "Buying  a 
library"  is  a  list  of  books  for  a  nursery  book  shelf.  There  are 
extracts  from  some-  of  the  suggested  books  of  poetry  included  in 
this  important  and  praiseworthy  little  volume. 

Christmas  books  for  grown  people  may  be  looked  over 
in  the  Open  Shelf  room  at  the  Main  Library  after  December  10th. 
This  year  the  exhibit  includes  not  only  new  books  one  would  be 
glad  to  find  among  one's  Christmas  presents  but  old  books  in  new 
and  attractive  editions.

Return  of  Books 

A  system  which  will  save  considerable  time  for  those  who 
draw  books  out  of  the  library  has  been  instituted  recently  by  the 
Detroit  Public  Library.  Heretofore  it  has  been  necessary  to  re- 
turn books  to  the  library  building  from  which  they  were  taken. 
Under  the  new  scheme,  a  book  taken  may  be  returned  to  the 
circulating  center  most  convenient  for  the  borrower.  The  board 
of  estimates,  last  spring,  allowed  the  Library  money  for  a  de- 
livery automobile  which  will  be  used  in  collecting  and  delivering 
the  volumes  thus  returned. 

Civilization 

Mr.  Hiller  C.  Wellman,  president  of  the  American 
Library  Association,  in  his  address  at  the  annual  meeting 
last  summer  suggested  several  works  on  civilization  for 
the  wholesome  consideration  of  this  twentieth  century, 
whose  civilization,  he  says,  the  world  so  easily  takes  for 
granted. 

Is  the  past  to  count  for  nothing?  Does  experience 
gained  in  the  past  avail  nothing  for  the  future?  These 
questions  have  been  asked  by  the  thoughtful-minded  many 
times  in  the  past  year.  "It  is  only  in  recent  years,"  says 
Mr.  Wellman,  "that  owing  to  the  discovery  and  study  of 
archeological  remains,  it  has  become  possible  to  take  the 
long  view.  Hitherto  students  have  been  confined  largely 
to  comparisons  between  our  own  civilization  and  the  class- 
ical  which   immediately  preceded  it."

Notes  on  New  Books 

Art  in  America 

The  war  in  Europe  is  helping,  even  forcing  us  to  get 
acquainted  with  ourselves.  We  are  taking"  stock  pi  our 
resources  both  material  and  spiritual.  The  phrase  "See 
America  First"  has  acquired  new  meaning.  And  in  seeing 
America  one  can  now  look  for  the  same  sort  of  thing  one 
travels  in  Europe  to  see.     One  of  them  is  art  galleries. 

Mrs.  L.  M.  Bryant  proves  in  What  Pictures  to  see  in 
America  that  it  is  possible  to  find  in  the  museums  of  our 
various  cities  paintings  that  form  a  consecutive  history 
from  Giotto  through  Botticelli,  Raphael,  Titian,  and  Rem- 
brandt to  the  modern  masters  of  European  and  American 
art. 
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The  author  considers  the  art  galleries  of  twenty  cities  in 
the  United  States  and  points  out  where  the  best  collections 
of  certain  artists  may  be  found.  Though  the  art  criticism 
itself  is  not  brilliant  the  book  is  a  useful  and  interesting 
one.  The  author  says  of  the  Detroit  Museum  of  Art:  "The 
Detroit  Museum  of  Art  with  its  representative  collection  of 
works  of  the  masters  from  various  countries  of  Europe  may 
well  be  the  pride  of  the  city  of  Detroit.  These  paintings 
were  gathered  while  the  *old  master'  craze  in  America  was 
in  its  infancy  and  great  care  was  taken  in  selecting  the 
special  pictures  and  in  acquiring  an  indisputable  history  of 
them  from  the  artist's  studio  until  the  present  ownership. 
The  American  school  is  well  represented  in  the  museum. 
Naturally  the  works  of  a  native  artist  of  Detroit  are  of 
special  interest."  Then  follows  a  sketch  of  the  work  of 
Mr.  Gari  Melchers. 

The  Library  is  buying,  as  they  are  published,  a  series 
of  monographs  on  American  artists  which  are  privately 
printed  on  Italian  hand-made  paper  and  beautifully  illus- 
trated, in  editions  of  250  by  Frederic  Fairchild  Sherman 
of  New  York.  George  Inness;  the  Man  and  his  Art  is  the 
latest  of  these. 

Utopia  in  Operation 

Two  picturesque  experiments  in  communism  were  con- 
ducted in  this  country  about  the  middle  of  the  last  century. 
One  is  well  known  as  the  Brook  Farm  experiment.  The 
first  complete  account  of  Fruitlands,  Bronson  Alcott's 
shorter-lived  and  less  well-known  attempt  at  what  he  called 
a  "con-sociate  family"  is  given  by  Clara  Endicott  Sears  in 
a  recently  published  volume,  Bronson  Alcott's  Fruitlands,  in 
which  is  gathered  together  from  the  journals  of  Emerson, 
the  letters  of  Alcott,  Lane,  and  other  members  of  the  com- 
munity sufficient  material  to  make  an  interesting  story. 
Louisa  M.  Alcott's  version  of  the  experiment  is  included 
under  the  title  "Transcendental  Wild  Oats." 

East  India  Company 

The  Old  East  Indiamen  by  Edward  K.  Chatterton  brings 
up  recollections  of  characters  in  the  novels  of  Dickens  and 
Thackeray,  humble  clerks  for  the  most  part,  poring  over 
ledgers  in  which  were  kept  the  record  in  figures  of  trans- 
actions whicli  had  as  romantic  a  background  as  has  been 
furnished  in  any  period  of  English  history.  The  famous 
East  Indiamen  flourished  in  an  epoch  of  the  world's  pro- 
gress in  which  the  sailing  ship  not  only  revolutionized 
British  trade  but  laid  the  foundations  of  the  Indian  Empire. 
Tales  of  the  romance  of  travel  and  the  exciting  pursuit  of 
wealth,  of  explorers,  traders,  fighters,  and  surveyors  are 
told  in  these  pages. 
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A  Blind  Statesman 

Winifred  Holt,  daughter  of  the  publisher,  who  has  done 
so  much  for  the  blind  in  this  country  and  abroad,  is  the 
author  of  a  book  about  a  very  remarkable  blind  man,  Henry 
Fawcett,  who  was  at  one  time  postmaster-general  of  Eng- 
land. Miss  Holt  calls  her  book  "A  Beacon  for  the  Blind" 
but  that  title  does  it  scant  justice,  for  it  may  well  be  a 
beacon  for  any  aspiring  soul,  so  full  is  it  of  courage  and 
cheerfulness  under  difficult  conditions. 

When  twenty-five  years  old  Mr.  Fawcett  was  accidentally 
blinded  by  a  shot  from  his  father's  gun.  After  the  first  shock 
was  over  he  started  out  to  live  a  life  as  nearly  like  that  of  the 
normal  man  as  possible  and  never  allowed  his  blindness  to 
prevent  his  steady  advancement.  He  forced  himself  to  ride, 
walk,  skate,  fish  and  always  talked  as  though  he  could  still  see 
the  beauties  of  nature  for  which  he  had  always  cared  so 
much.  He  was  much  interested  in  social  reforms,  speaking 
in  Parliament  in  behalf  of  the  working  man  and  in  favor 
of  woman  suffrage.  The  Review  of  Reviews  calls  it  the  most 
inspiring  biography  that  has  been  published  in  many  a  day. 

A  Woman  Pioneer 

That  women  as  well  as  men  have  played  the  part  of 
pioneer  in  what  might  be  called  the  geographical  history  of 
this  country  was  given  concrete  expression  in  one  of  the 
group  statues  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition.  A  woman 
pioneer  whose  life  should  be  of  special  interest  to  people 
of  Detroit  because  she  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of 
Michigan,  is  Dr.  Anna  Howard  Shaw,  whose  autobiography 
has  recently  been  added  to  the  Library.  As  is  well  known 
she  is  also  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  "Great  Cause"  in 
America. 

Her .  family  came  to  Michigan  when  she  was  a  young 
girl  and  lived  in  a  log  cabin  in  a  space  cleared  for  it  in  the 
wilderness  a  hundred  miles  from  any  railroad.  The  greater 
part  of  the  book  is  taken  up  with  an  account  of  her  con- 
nection with  Susan  B.  Anthony  in  the  work  for  woman 
suffrage.

WUd  Bird  Guests 

How  to  entertain  our  wild  bird  guests,  provided  we  are 
so  fortunate  as  to  have  them,  is  made  the  interesting  sub- 
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ject  of  a  book  by  Ernest  Harold  Baynes,  the  well-known 
naturalist  of  Meriden,  New  Hampshire.  Snap  shots  with 
a  camera — the  only  kind  tolerated  in  his  Bird  Sanctuary — 
show  how  Mr.  Baynes  entertains  his.  The  book  tells  how 
to  make  bird  houses  and  bird  baths  which  will  attract  the 
birds,  and  gives  lists  of  trees  and  shrubs  which  bear  fruit 
birds  like  to  eat.  A  chapter  is  devoted  to  entertainment  in 
winter  when  hospitality  is  most  appreciated. 

Mr.  Baynes  took  the  part  of  Shy,  the  Naturalist,  in 
Percy  MacKaye's  Bird  Masque,  originally  given  at  Meriden. 
He  is  especially  interested  in  the  organization  of  bird  clubs, 
with  a  view  to  the  better  protection  of  wild  birds,  but  though 
propaganda  for  bird  conservation  is  the  main  object  of  the 
book,  this  purpose  is  not  disagreeably  evident. 

Another  Klondike 

Dr.  Fridtjof  Nansen*s  "Through  Siberia;  the  Land  of  the 
Future'*  somewhat  dims  the  highlights  of  the  novelists*  Si- 
beria, inhabited  solely  by  political  exiles,  but  at  the  same  time 
it  excites  the  imagination  with  accounts  of  a  Siberia  of  mar- 
velous resources,  a  second  Klondike  for  mineral  wealth  and 
stores  of  hidden  gold.  Because  Dr.  Nansen  had,  as  he  said, 
"some  little  experience  of  going  through  the  ice"  he  was  in- 
vited to  join  a  party  of  business  men  who  investigated  the 
possibility  of  opening  up  the  Kara  Sea  route  by  which  wheat 
from  the  fertile  valley  of  the  Yenisei  could  be  transported  to 
Western  Europe. 

This  book  gives  the  most  recent  account  of  the  vast 
Asiatic  resources  of  the  Russian  Empire  and  though  full  of 
scientific  data  it  has  yet  so  much  of  human  interest  that  al- 
most anyone  can  read  it  with  pleasure.

'No  Other  nation  has  had  so  many  men  in  its  diplomatic 
service  who  were  known  as  writers  before  they  received 
their  appointments.  Possibly  it  has  been  because  we  were 
without  a  regular  diplomatic  service.  That  this  plan  has 
been  successful  is  easily  attested  by  a  glance  at  the  long  list 
of  distinguished  names  and  their  records. 

Bagehot  defines  a  foreign  minister  as  a  man  whose  busi- 
ness it  is  to  be  not  simply  an  agent  but  a  spectacle.  .  .  . 
Our  diplomatists  must  be  men  of  culture,  education,  fine 
manners,  of  large  mind  and  long  view.  In  what  class  would 
we  be  more  apt  to  find  them  than  among  our  men  of  letters."

One  of  our  most  notable  examples  of  men  of  these  attain- 
ments who  was  a  credit  to  his  nation  at  home  and  abroad  is  John 
Hay.  William  Roscoe  Thayer  in  his  Life  and  Letters  of  John 
Hay  has  given  us  a  most  interesting  account  of  the  accomplish- 
ments of  this  cultured  diplomat.

The  Library  and  Recreation 

Cooperation,  a  combination  of  interest  and  effort  resulting 
in  greater  efficiency,  is  what  is  being  striven  for  today  in  all 
kinds  of  work.  The  Library  and  the  Recreation  Commission 
are  now  uniting  their  efforts  and  interesting  results  may  be 
expected. 

The  branch  libraries  make  excellent  centers  for  social 
activities.  The  auditoriums  are  large  and  well  adapted  for 
games,  folk  dances,  and  other  amusements. 

At  the  Butzel  Branch  Library  two  plays  were  given 
Christmas  week:  On  Christmas  Eve,  by  Constance  D'Arcy 
Mackay,  was  presented  by  the  older  girls,  followed  by  the 
younger  girls  in  Christmas  zvith  Mother  Goose, 

One  evening  a  week,  girls  over  fourteen  meet  for  folk 
dancing  lessons,  afterwards  playing  games  such  as  recreation 
kick  ball  and  German  back  ball. 

A  choral  club  of  about  twenty  members  has  been  formed 
and  meets  weekly,  also  a  hiking  club  composed  of  the  older 
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girls  of  the  neighborhood.  They  have  already  taken  a  six- 
mile  walk  and  many  delightful  excursions  have  been  planned. 

At  the  Osius  Branch  Library  at  least  two  hundred  girls 
are  taking  part  in  the  various  clubs  which  have  been  organ- 
ized. The  gymnasium  is  used  three  times  a  week  for  basket 
ball  and  other  games.  A  folk  dancing  class  has  been  started 
and  also  a  dramatic  club  for  girls  between  eighteen  and 
twenty. 

The  smaller  children  on  Christmas  Eve  went  from  house 
to  house  in  the  neighborhood  singing  the  Christmas  carols 
they  had  been  taught  at  the  Library. 

Folk  dancing  classes  have  been  started  at  Conely  Branch 
also,  and  are  very  successful.  The  Conely  auditorium  has 
been  open  every  night  except  Monday  and  every  other  Satur- 
day, as  a  game  room  for  the  boys.  Between  sixty  and 
seventy  boys  have  visited  the  room  every  evening. 

In  the  other  branches  the  needs  of  the  boys  have  been 
met  with  debating  clubs.  At  Conely,  Butzel,  Gray,  Utley, 
and  Scripps  they  have  elected  their  officers  and  some  groups 
have  had  several  debates. 

The  interest  of  the  children  in  all  of  these  activities  is 
stimulated  and  competition  encouraged  by  what  is  called  an 
honor  point  system;  honor  points  are  awarded  for  good 
attendance  and  for  especially  good  work. 

Four  Weeks  Loan 

It  has  been  decided  to  extend  the  time  that  patrons  may 
keep  library  books  from  two  weeks  to  four.  The  only  ex- 
ceptions to  this  rule  are  books  of  recent  fiction,  reserve 
books  or  books  likely  to  be  reserved,  and  juvenile  books.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  longer  period  of  time  allowed  for  reading 
will  prove  a  great  convenience  to  the  public. 

New  Library  Territory 

All  persons  living  in  the  territory  recently  added  to  the 
city  are  entitled  to  library  privileges,  subject  to  Detroit 
Library  regulations. 

Notes  on  New  Books 

India 

To  read  of  India  from  the  personal  and  descriptive  stand- 
point, without  any  of  the  troublesome  problems  of  British 
rule  and  politics  entering  in,  is  indeed  a  treat.  Sir  Robert 
Baden-Powell  went  to  India  as  a  subaltern,  and  his  Memories 
are  taken  cniefly  from  letters  written  home  to  his  mother. 
They  are  illustrated  by  sketches  which  he  made  on  the  sp^ot, 
some  in  black  and  white,  some  in  color,  all  very  clever  and 
some  of  them  very  funny.

The  Nation  says  of  this  book,  "Sir  Robert  Baden-Powell's 
memories  are  in  large  part  extracted  from  old  letters,  and 
give  a  fresh  and  breezy  account  of  life  in  the  Indian  army, 
with  its  round  of  work  diversified  by  sport,  especially  big 
game  hunting.*' 

Negro  Education 

The  Black  Man's  Burden,  by  William  H.  Holtzclaw,  is  the 
story  of  the  author's  own  struggle  for  an  education  and  to 
found  the  Utica  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute  of  which  he 
is  the  head. 

Booker  T.  Washington,  in  the  introduction  which  he 
wrote  for  this  book,  says  of  him:  "Like  most  students 
of  that  day,  too,  he  had  had  little  preparation  before  enter- 
ing Tuskegee,  and  he  was  therefore  compelled  to  begin  at 
the  very  bottom  and  work  his  way  up." 

He  speaks  very  highly  of  the  school  which  Mr.  Holtzclaw 
has  founded,  and  shows  the  relation  of  the  rural  school  to 
the  Negro  problem  ending  by  saying:  "It  is  in  this  sense 
that  I  can  say  of  the  book  that  Mr.  Holtzclaw  has  written 
that  it  is  the  story,  not  merely  of  the  life  of  an  individual,  or 
of  a  school,  but  it  is  at  the  same  time  a  very  important 
chapter  in  the  history  of  Negro  education." 

Russian  Life 

One  has  grown  not  to  expect  effervescent  joy — not  one 
of  the  "glad  books" — from  Russia.  Maxim  Gorky,  in  My 
Childhood,  withholds  no  sordid  or  distressing  detail.  He  de- 
fends the  pitiless  realism  of  the  book  by  saying,  "But  truth 
is  stronger  than  pity,  and  besides,  I  am  writing,  not  about 
myself  but  about  that  narrow,  stifling  environment  of  un- 
pleasant impressions  in  which  lived — aye  and  up  to  this 
day  lives — the  average  Russian  of  this  class."  The  story 
begins  with  his  recollections  of  the  death  of  his  father  and 
ends  at  the  time  when  as  a  boy  of  seventeen  he  was  driven 
out  into  the  world  to  shift  for  himself. 

Biographical  Notes 

The  Irish  theater  and  all  connected  with  it  have  been  con- 
siderably before  the  public  in  recent  years.  Lady  Gregory  and 
W.  B.,  Yeats  are  the  most  familiar  names  in  that  connection, 
but  perhaps  the  greatest  genius  in  the  movement  is  John 
Millington  Synge.  In  his  little  book,  A  Few  Personal  Recollec- 
tions, John  Masefield  gives  us  a  most  intimate  picture  of  Synge. 
It  will  be  a  pleasure  for  those  who  have  read  his  Riders  to  the 
Sea,  The  Tinker's  Wedding,  or  The  Playboy  of  4he  Western 
W grid  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  author  of  these 
fantastic  and  vivid  dramas.  He  has  done  much  to  perpetuate 
in  memory  the  picturesque  and  rapidly  vanishing  Irish  rural 
life.

April  23d,  1916,  the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  Shakes- 
pear's  death,  is  accounted  the  most  important  day  of  the 
twentieth  century  in  English  literary  history.  The  following 
beautiful  tribute  by  Percy  MacKaye  voices  the  general  senti- 
ment. 

The  Player 
(Shakespeare) 

His  wardrobe  is  the  world,  and  day  and  night 

His  many-mirror'd  dressing  room:  At  dawn 

He  apes  the  elfish  faun. 

Or,  garbed  in  saffron  hose  and  scarlet  shoon 

Mimics  the  madcap  sprite 

Of  ever-altering  youth:  at  chime  of  noon 

He  wears  the  azure  mail  and  blazoned  casque 

Of  warring  nighthood;  till,  at  starry  stroke 

Of  dark,  all  pale  he  dons  his  "inky  cloak'* 

And  meditates — the  waning  moon  his  tragic  mask. 

His  theatre  is  the  soul,  and  man  and  woman 

His  infinite  repertory:     Age  on  age, 

Treading  his  fancy's  stage, 

Ephemeral  shadows  of  his  master  mind, 

We  act  our  parts — the  human 

Players  of  scenes  long  since  by  him  designed; 

And  stars  that  blaze  in  tinsel  on  our  boards, 

Shine  with  a  moment's  immortality 

Because  they  are  his  understudies,  free 

For  one  aspiring  hour  to  sound  his  magic  chords. 

For  not  with  scholars  and  their  brain-worn  scripts. 

Nor  there  behind  the  footlights'  fading  glow 

Shakespeare  survives:  ah,  no! 

Deep  in  the  passionate  reality 

Of  raging  life  above  the  darkling  crypts 

Of  death,  he  meditates  the  awed  "To  be 

Or  not  to  be"  of  millions,  yet  to  whom 

His  name  is  nothing,  there,  on  countless  quests, 

Unlettered  Touchstones  quibble  with  his  jests, 

Unlaureled  Hamlets  yearn,  and  anguished  Lears  uploom. 

Leave,  then,  to  Avon's  spire  and  silver  stream 

Their  memory  of  ashes  sung  and  sighed: 

Our  Shakespeare  never  died. 

Nor  ever  was  born,  save  as  the  god  is  born 

From  every  soul  that  dares  to  doubt  and  dream. 

He  dreams — ^but  is  not  mortal:  eve  and  morn. 

Dirge  and  delight,  float  from  his  brow  like  prayer. 

Beside  him,  charmed  Apollo  lifts  his  lyre; 

Below,  the  heart  of  man  smoulders  in  fire; 

Between  the  two  he  stands,  timeless — the  poet-player.

All  authorities  agree  that  history  means  two  things:  in- 
vestigation, which  is  in  the  field  of  science,  and  narration, 
which  is  in  the  field  of  art.  History  as  a  science  has  ad- 
vanced greatly  in  the  nineteenth  century.  To  portray  the 
truth,  an  indispensable  quality  of  history,  it  must  be  based 
upon  source  material,  such  as,  inscriptions,  letters  and  docu- 
ments, and  even  these  cannot  be  taken  singly  but  must  be 
considered  in  relation  to  the  mass  of  material  in  which  they 
are  found. 

The  collection,  assorting,  and  making  ready  for  use  of 
these  sources,  which  may  be  called  the  "science  of  archives," 
is  a  comparatively  new  science.  Of  course,  the  gathering  of 
material  has  gone  on  for  many  hundreds  of  years,  but  the 
interest  of  the  layman  in  them  is  of  recent  date.  To  foster 
this  growing  interest  great  steps  have  been  taken  toward  fa- 
cilitating the  use  of  these  original  sources. 

In  our  own  community  we  have  the  Burton  Historical 
Collection,  which  contains  a  wealth  of  material  unrealized  by 
the  great  majority  of  Detroit's  citizens. 

It  contains  source  material  for  the  entire  history  of  the 
United  States,  volumes  and  volumes  upon  the  pre-Revolu- 
tionary,  Revolutionary  and  anti-slavery  periods.  Each  state 
has  documentary  evidence  in  abundance,  especially  Massa- 
chusetts and  New  York;  and  for  Detroit  and  the  entire  state 
of  Michigan,  there  is  no  other  place  in  the  world  where  so 
much  valuable,  original  and  minute  material  may  be  obtained. 

The  form  of  the  material  is  various;  books,  pamphlets, 
maps  and  pictures,  shelf  upon  shelf  of  speeches  and  ser- 
mons, original  manuscripts  and  photostat  documents,  and  in 
addition  the  entire  basement  is  filled  with  files  of  old  news- 
papers and  the  ledgers  of  private  firms  and  citizens  of  im- 
portance. 

Merely  to  glance  over  these  treasures  takes  considerable 
time,  but  by  so  doing  one  can^  obtain  some  idea  of  the  hours 
of ^  labor  expended  in  classifying,  cataloging,  and  arranging 
this  material  so  that  it  may  be  available  for  use.  The  decimal 
system  in  use  in  the  entire  library  system  has  been  retained 
here,  but  slightly  altered  to  meet  the  needs  of  such  a  detailed 
collection. 

An  historical  collection,  such  as  the  Burton,  although  of 
greatest  use  and  importance  to  students  and  research  work- 
ers in  history  and  genealogy,  could  be  most  profitably  used 
by  many  other  people.  Teachers  of  history  could  find  in- 
spiration and  background  for  their  work.  Small  classes  of 
school  children  could  be  conducted  through  and  enthusiasm 
and  interest  aroused  by  these  actual  reminders  of  the  reality 
of  the  past.  Lawyers  or  preachers  in  search  of  great 
thoughts  could  find  them  in  the  speeches  and  sermons  of  our 
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great  ancestors.  Our  legislators  and  city  councilmen  could 
study  the  effects  of  previous  acts  of  their  predecessors  and 
be  guided  by  their  experience.  Even  commercial  houses 
could  make  excellent  advertisements  of  the  past  records  of 
their  establishments  which  may  be  found  here.  And  for 
those  with  no  other  aim  than  an  interest  in  all  things  which 
show  the  march  of  progress,  a  visit  to  the  Burton  Collection 
will  be  both  profitable  and  entertaining. 

Almost  everyone  possesses  historical  material  of  some 
sort  in  their  homes  and  most  frequently  it  is  entirely  without 
value  in  their  eyes.  Some  of  these  things  may  be  the  missing 
links  of  an  entire  collection,  and  valuable  on  that  account. 
The  librarian  of  the  Burton  Collection  will  welcome  all  con- 
tributions of  this  sort,  even  duplicates,  which  may  often 
prove  useful  for  exchange  purposes. 

Delightful  Nonsense 

There  is  no  other  form  of  writing,  with  the  exception  of 
fiction,  which  is  so  popular  as  humorous  prose  collections  and 
verse.  As  little  children,  we  learned  to  love  our  nonsense 
rhymes.  At  first,  perhaps,  it  was  the  rythmn  and  swing  of 
them  and  the  familiar  subjects  which  attracted  us,  and  later 
the  comical  exaggerations  and  the  humor  of  the  situations. 
Even  the  most  dignified  and  learned  have  their  lighter  mo- 
ments in  which  they  discover  that  they  are  but  children 
grown  up,  and  it  is  in  these  moods  that  they  turn  to  our  de- 
lightful nonsense  writers  for  recreation. 

Ruskin  said  of  Edward  Lear,  who  wrote  The  Complete  Non- 
sense Book  and  innumerable  limericks  illustrated  by  himself, 
"I  don't  know  any  other  author  to  whom  I  am  half  so  grateful 
for  my  idle  self  as  Edward  Lear.  I  shall  put  him  first  of  my 
hundred  authors."  Lear  was  the  merryman  par  excellence  of 
mid-Victorian  days  and  should  be  as  intimate  a  friend  of  our 
families  as  Aesop,  Grimm  or  Stevenson.  His  verses  are  hard  to 
forget. 

"The  Owl  and  the  Pussy-Cat  went  to  sea 
In  a  beautiful  pea-green  boat. 
They  took  some  honey  and  plenty  of  money 
Wrapped  in  a  five-pound  note." 

A  general  favorite  is  Simeon  Strunsky.  He  has.  become 
familiar  to  most  readers  through  the  pages  of  the  New  York 
Evening  Post,  Harper's  Weekly,  Collier's,  the  Atlantic  and 
many  other  magazines.  These  amusing  articles  have  beer 
collected  to  make  the  Patient  Observer  and  Past  Impressions, 
The  latter  is  a  series  of  short  sketches,  each  setting  forth  some 
characteristic  of  modern  society  in  a  ludicrous  manner.  In  the 
first  chapter,  entitled  Alma  Mater  Broadway,  he  tells  a  ridicu- 
lous story,  yet  one  which  illustrates  better  than  a  1]p|tise  the  ex- 
tremes to  which  the  modern  stage  has  gone  inJ^tcSftfiing  the 
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art  of  the  drama  to  realism  and  sex  problems.  The  Modem  Ih" 
quisition  is  an  essay  on  the  questionnaire,  "a,  favorite  indoor 
amusement  in  uplift  circles,"  showing  to  what  extremes  these 
movements  are  going.  And  so  he  goes  on,  concerning  our  col- 
lege education,  our  fashions,  our  summer  reading  and  many 
oti&er  subjects  which  are  open  to  criticism.  They  are  irresistibly 
funny  remarks  with  a  point  to  them. 

Roughing  it  de  Luxe,  by  Irvin  S.  Cobb,  will  appeal  to  a  large 
class  of  readers  because  it  is  regular  Saturday  Evening  Post 
humor.  The  theme  of  the  story,  the  humor  of  the  situations 
and  his  peculiar  turn  of  wit  are  distinctively  American.  He 
describes  a  trip  through  the  Grand  Canyon  of  Arizona  and 
then  north  to  the  winter  resorts  of  California.  The  peculi- 
arities of  the  tourist  class  and  the  hobbies  of  the  native  Cali- 
fornians  furnish  him  with  innumerable  opportunities  for  pok- 
ing fun  at  them. 

Quite  a  different  kind  of^  humor,  and  one  suited  to  a  very 
different  audience,  is  Maurice  Baring's  Dead  Letters.  They 
would  be  a  source  of  delight  to  the  well  educated  reader.  To 
appreciate  them  to  any  great  extent  you  must  be  reasonably 
familiar  with  classical  mythology,  ancient  and  modern  his- 
tory, and  with  the  most  obviously  great  productions  in  litera- 
ture. You  find  yourself  reading  the  private  letters  of  Cly- 
taemnestra  and  Odysseus,  dining  with  Cleopatra,  interview- 
ing Nero,  sharing  Lady  Macbeth's  troubles,  and  discovering 
Goethe  as  an  obscure  Herr  Muller  in  Rome.  The  novelty  of 
the  situations  and  the  extreme  liberties  taken  furnish  the 
amusement. 

Humor  which  is  more  delicate  and  more  strongly  flavored 
with  satire,  is  that  of  Max  Beerbohm.  Meredith,  in  speaking  of 
his  laughter,  says  it  "will  be  of  the  order  of  the  smile,  finely 
tempered,  showings  sunlight  of  the  mind,  mental  richness  rather 
than  noisy  enormity."  In  a  Christinas  Garland  he  says :  "I  look 
for  the  time  when  we  shall  wish  one  another  a  Merry  Christ- 
mas every  morning;  when  roast  turkey  and  plum  pudding 
shall  be  the  staple  of  our  daily  dinner,  and  the  holly  shall 
never  be  taken  down  from  the  walls,  and  everyone  will  al- 
ways be  kissing  everyone  else  under  the  mistletoe."

Municipal  GoTemment 

Wherever  power  is  centralized  and  responsibility  definitely 
placed,  results  and  greater  efficiency  follow.  This  fact  has 
been  realized  in  the  business  world  and  acted  upon,  and 
gradually  the  same  principles  are  being  applied  to  public 
business  and  municipal  government. 

But  good  city  government  cannot  be  obtained  by  rule  of 
thumb.  Every  intelligent  citizen  must  give  of  his  time  and 
interest  to  make  it  a  success.  The  commission  form  of  gov- 
ernment, city  manager  plan,  preferential  voting,  short  ballot, 
and  all  the  modern  methods  for  improving  our  municipal 
government,  are  being  tried  with  varying  results  in  many 
cities. 

Mr.  William  Allen  White  recently  wrote  to  the  Springfield 
Republican  concerning  one  of  these  methods.  He  said :  "I  do 
not  believe  the  commission  form  of  government  is  an  un- 
qualified success.  Neither  is  human  nature  an  unqualified 
success.  But  the  commission  form  does  furnish  an  oppor- 
tunity for  good  citizens  to  get  good  government  if  they  are 
willing  to  work  for  it.'*

Notes  on  New  Books 

Kultur 

Most  lucid  and  entertaining  examples  of  the  much  discussed 
Kultur  in  Germany,  and  especially  Prussia,  of  its  origin,  its  ad- 
vocates, and  its  effect,  are  given  by  Poultney  Bigelow  in  his  book 
called  Prussian  Memories.  Mr.  Bigelow  was  educated  in  Ger- 
many from  the  time  he  was  eight  years  old,  and  later  saw  much 
of  court  life  and  had  many  friends  in  tJie  highest  circles.  His 
views,  therefore,  cannot  be  called  hastily  made  without  experi- 
ence or  lacking  in  understanding  of  his  subject. 

He  describes  German  character  at  home  and  abroad  in  her 
colonies,  and  shows  how  their  education,  training  from  child- 
hood, and  government,  all  tend  toward  the  same  end,  the  per- 
sistent spreading  of  German  Kultur,  and  German  supremacy  as 
far  and  as  wide  as  possible,  regardless  of  the  desire  or  need  of 
the  rest  of  the  world  for  either. 

Democracy 

The  principles  of  good  government,  a  government  in  which 
the  interest  of  each  and  every  citizen  are  in  harmony  with  the 
interests  of  the  state,  that  is,  where  the  good  of  the  whole  is 
placed  before  party  or  personal  motives,  these  principles  ante- 
date our  present  struggle  for  good  government  by  many  thou- 
sands of  years.  In  the  introduction  to  Comparative  Free  Gov- 
ernment, Jesse  Macy  and  John  W.  Gannaway,  the  joint  authors, 
have  traced  free  government  back  as  far  as  the  time  of  Plato  and 
Aristotle,  and  in  the  contentions  of  these  ancient  philosophers  we 
find  the  seed  and  kernel,  of  all  modern  treatises  on  the  subject. 

The  book  is  divided  into  three  parts,  dealing  with,  Part  I,  the 
United  States;  a  full  description  of  the  federal  government  and 
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an  explanation  of  all  the  departments  and  their  operation; 
Part  II,  England,  France,  Germany  and  Switzerland;  treated  in 
the  same  way  but  less  fully;  Part  III,  Democracy  in  the  smaller 
states  of  Europe.  In  all  diese  countries  the  relative  growth  and 
strength  of  democracy  is  shown.  It  is  written  in  a  simple  and 
interesting  style. 

The  Stage 

The  importance  of  dramatic  art,  and  the  achievements  of 
some  of  its  greatest  exponents  are  most  ably  given  by  William 
Winter  in  his  Vagrant  Memories.  The  book  begins  with  Wil- 
liam Warren,  1812-1888,  and  ends  with  Julia  Marlowe,  who  has 
but  recently  left  the  stage.  The  lives  reviewed  comprise  the 
greatest  Shakesperian  actors  of  the  last  half  century  with  many 
side  lights  on  those  of  lesser  fame.  The  Boston  Transcript  in 
commenting  on  the  book,  said:  "No  writer  about  the  stage  has 
this  ability  of  Mr.  Winter's  to  make  the  actor  a  living  man,  the 
man  a  living  actor,  and  to  associate  inextricably  the  two."

Gardeiu   and  Gardening 

"The  designing  of  gardens  and  the  selection  of  their  acces- 
sories is  as  much  an  art  as  painting.  One  uses  paint  and 
canvas  as  its  medium.  The  other  uses  nature's  own  ma- 
terials, and  composes  them  to  make  a  picture  with  the  very 
landscape  itself."  The  creative  instinct  is  dormant  in  every 
human  creature  and  finds  expression  most  often  in  the  mak- 
ing of  a  garden.  The  materials  are  easily  obtained  and  na- 
ture responds  with  the  greatest  generosity  to  the  slightest 
effort  or  care. 

The  garden,  beautiful  and  gratifying  throughout  the  day, 
is  filled  with  glamour  and  mystery  at  night.  Hugh  Walpole 
has  well  described  it.  "A  garden  was  wonderful  at  night — 
a  place  of  strange  silences  and  yet  stranger  sound:  trees 
darkly  guarding  mysterious  paths  that  ran  into  caverns  of 
darkness;  the  scents  of  flowers  rising  from  damp  earth  heavy 
with  dew;  flowers  that  were  weary  with  the  dust  and  noise 
of  the  day  and  slept  gently,  gratefully,  with  their  heads 
drooping  to  the  soil,  their  petals  closed  by  the  tender  hands 
of  the  spirits  of  the  garden.  The  night  sounds  were  strangely 
musical.  Cries  that  were  discordant  in  the  day  mingled  now 
with  the  running  of  distant  water,  the  last  notes  of  some 
bird  before  it  slept,  the  measured  harmony  of  a  far-away 
bell,  the  gentle  rustle  of  some  arrival  in  the  thickets;  the 
voice  that  could  not  be  heard  in  the  noisy  clatter  of  the 
day  rose  softly  now  in  a  little  song  of  the  night  and  the 
dark  trees  and  the  silver  firelight  of  the  stars,"

Gifts  to  the  Library 

From  the  George  B.  Fowler  estate,  and  Mrs.  M.  E.  Filer, 
the  Library  has  received  one  thousand  three  hundred  twenty- 
eight  books  and  one  hundred  seventy-two  pamphlets.  The 
collection  is  very  well  rounded,  containing  books  of  refer- 
ence, history,  travel,  biography,  fiction,  and  all  other  classes. 
The  travel  books  and  guide  b,ooks  are  especially  numerous, 
there  being  a  Baedeker  of  almost  every  known  land.  The 
books  will  be  distributed  among  the  branches,  stations,  and 
circulation  department  of  the  Main  Library  and  will  add 
greatly  to  the  facilities  of  all  these  places.  There  were  a 
few  rare  juvenile  books  of  great  age  which  will  form  the 
nucleus  of  a  collection  that  will  be  exhibited  in  the  new 
Main  Library  when  it  is  completed. 

Another  generous  gift  which  came  as  a  complete  surprise 
to  the  Library  was  from  Philip  H.  McMillan.  The  Library 
was  invited  to  select  one  hundred  dollars*  worth  of  new 
books  published  by  the  Yale  University  Press.  Mr.  McMillan, 
a  graduate  of  Yale,  is  thus  benefiting  both  the  library  of  his 
home  city  and  the  press  of  his  university.  Books  of  general 
interest,  not  already  owned,  have  been  chosen,  making  the 
Library's   collection  of  Yale  publications   almost  complete. 

Anton  PaTlovicIi  TcheUioT 

Anton  Giekhov,  as  he  is  more  popularly  known,  was  bom  at 
Taganrog,  Southern  Russia,  in  1860.     He  studied  medicine  at 
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Moscow  and  received  his  degree  in  1884,  but  never  practiced  his 
profession  because  of  his  early  success  in  writing.  Before 
graduating,  humorous  periodicals  were  publishing  his  articles, 
and  three  years  after  leaving  college  he  had  two  books  in  print 
which  were  attaining  wide  popularity,  his  collected  Humorous 
stories  and  In  twilight.  He  steadily  progressed  in  ability  and 
public  favor,  writing  short  stories,  novels,  and  dramas,  until 
at  present  he  occupies,  with  Gorky,  the  front  rank  of  the  younger 
Russian  writers.  A  few  of  his  best  known  works  which  show 
his  development  from  a  simple  humorist  to  a  most  finished 
writer  of  modern  drama  are :  The  steppe.  Furies,  The  proposal. 
The  boor,  Ivanov,  The  sea  gull,  and  The  cherry  garden.  He 
died  at  the  age  of  forty-four  of  tuberculosis  and  was  sincerely 
mourned  by  all  of  literary  Russia. 

In  the  preface  to  the  second  series  of  Chekhov's  Plays, 
Julius  West,  the  translator,  says:  "The  last  few  years  have 
seen  a  Istrge  and  generally  unsystematic  mass  of  translations 
from  the  Russian  flung  at  the  heads  and  hearts  of  English 
readers.  The  ready  acceptance  of  Chekhov  has  been  one 
of  the  few  successful  features  of  this  irresponsible  output 
He  has  been  welcomed  by  British  critics  with  something  like 
affection.  Mr.  Bernard  Shaw  has  several  times  remarked: 
'Every  time  I  see  a  play  by  Chekhov,  I  want  to  chuck  all 
my  own  stuff  into  the  fire.*  Others  having  no  such  valuable 
property  to  sacrifice  on  the  altar  of  Chekhov,  have  not  hesi- 
tated to  place  him  side  by  side  with  Ibsen,  and  the  other 
established  institutions  of  the  new  theatre. 

The  proposal  (1889)  and  The  bear  (1890)  may  be  taken  as 
good  examples  of  the  sort  of  humor  admired  by  the  average 
Russian.  .  .  .  The  humor  is  very  nearly  of  the  variety  most 
popular  over  here  (England),  the  psychology  is  a  shade  subtler. 
The  Russian  novelist  or  dramatist  takes  to  psychology  as  some 
of  his  fellow-countrymen  take  to  drink;  in  doing  this  he  achieves 
fame  by  showing  us  what  we  already  know,  and  at  the  same 
time  he  kills  his  own  creative  power.  Chekhov  just  escaped 
the  tragedy  of  suicide  by  introspection,  and  was  only  enabled 
to  do  this  by  the  possession  of  a  sense  of  humor.  That  is  why 
we  should  not  regard  The  proposal.  The  bear,  The  wedding,  or 
The  anniversary  as  the  work  of  a  merely  humorous  young  man, 
but  as  the  saving  graces  which  made  perfect  The  cherry  gar- 
den  

Chekhov  is  the  dramatist,  not  of  action,  but  of  inaction. 
The  tragedy  of  inaction  is  as  overwhelming,  when  we  under- 
stand it,  as  the  tragedy  of  an  Othello,  or  a  Lear,  crushed  by 
the  wickedness  of  others.  The  former  is  being  enacted  daily, 
but  we  do  not  stage  it,  we  do  not  know  how.  But  who  shall 
deny  that  the  base  of  almost  all  human  unhappiness  is  just 
this  inaction,  manifesting  itself  in  slovenliness  of  thought  and 
execution,  education  and  ideal?"

In  the  Letters  of  Washington  Irving  to  Henry  Brevoort,  cov- 
ering: a  period  of  more  than  thirty-five  years,  one  gets  a  most 
pleasing  picture  of  the  times  both  here  and  abroad,  as  well 
as  an  interesting  account  of  the  author's  life.  The  first 
volume  describes  the  New  York  of  real  New  Yorkers,  be- 
fore it  became  the  big  cosmopolitan  center  of  many  nation- 
alities that  it  is  to-day.  In  the  second  volume  the  scenes 
range  from  Liverpool  and  London  to  Valencia  and  Madrid 
where  Irving  represented  the  United  States  in  a  diplomatic 
capacity. 

The  letters  reveal  him  to  us  as  a  refined  and  cultured 
man  of  the  world,  reserved  and  courtly  of  address  even  to 
his  most  intimate  friend.  He  was  not  always  happy,  for  his 
financial  misfortunes  and  ill  health  gave  rise  to  much  de- 
pression, but  nevertheless  the  delicate  sense  of  humor,  which 
appeared  so  often  in  his  writings,  and  his  keen  enjoyment 
of  society,  whenever  he  would  allow  himself  to  be  drawn 
into  it,  helped  to  lighten  his  cares.  In  his  lon^  residence 
abroad  Irving  met  many  important  people  both  in  political 
and  literary  circles  and  his  letters  abound  with  incidents 
concerning  them. 

In  literary  merit  these  letters  compare  very  favorably 
with  his  other  writings.  His  painstaking  care  and  exquisite 
good  taste  are  as  visible  here  as  in  any  of  the  works  which 
he  designed  for  publication. 

Tales  From  the  Microscopic  World 

How  many  go  through  life  without  ever  suspecting  any  of 
the  interesting  lives  that  are  lived  by  the  tiny  animals  of  the 
sea  and  the  woods.  The  crabs,  shrimps,  jelly-fish,  and  barnacles, 
the  daddy-long-legs,  and  apes  reveal  almost  human  tendencies 
when  closely  watched.  Sir  Edwin  Ray  Lankester  tells  in  an 
enthusiastic  way  of  the  discoveries  which  he  has  made  in  his 
recent  book  called,  Diversions  of  a  Naturalist.  The  Boston 
Transcript  says  it  is  "A  most  delectable  series  of  episodic 
wanderings  and  discoveries  of  information  and  enthusiasms, 
illustrated  with  illuminating  drawings — ^just  the  kind  of  a 
book  for  a  healthy  boy  or  his  parents  to  read."

The  author  calls  it  "a  record  of  typical  in- 
stances of  American  municipal  progress"  in  street  railway  . 
regulation,  public  recreation,  fire  and  police  protection, 
health,  justice,  charit}^  and  schools,  and  says  that  it  "is  de- 
signed primarily  to  indicate  to  civic  and  social  workers, 
public  officials  and  intelligent  citizens  the  vast  scope  of 
municipal  activity  today."  The  book  is  amply  and  attrac- 
tively illustrated  and  its  more  solid  portions  are  frequently 
interlarded  with  witty  epigrams  and  pithy  sentences  which 
inject  spice  into  what  might  otherwise  be  less  alluring  read- 
ing. The  twenty-two  references  to  Detroit  should  arouse 
considerable  local  interest^ 

Covering  a  similar  field,  but  distinctly  different  in  type 
and  marked  by  a  more  dignified  and  scholarly  method  of 
expression  is  Principles  and  methods  of  municipal  adminis- 
tration  by  William  Bennett  Munro,  professor  of  municipal 
government  in  Harvard  University.  As  the  author  states, 
"the  volume  deals  with  the  actual  management  of  municipal 
business,  especially  in  the  United  States,"  and  is  intended 
to  supplement  his  Government  of  American  cities,  previously 
published. 

City  planning,  with  emphasis  upon  traffic  planning  and 
the  utilization  of  the  water  front,  water  supply,  sewage  dis- 
posal, fire  and  police  departments,  and  municipal  finance 
are  some  of  the  subjects  treated,  the  discussion  of  which 
should  prove  especially  timely  just  now.

One  of  the  problems  which  has  recently  risen,  or,  at  least, 
made  itself  more  apparent  during  the  last  two  years,  has  been 
that  of  assimilating  our  foreign  born  population.  Never  before 
have  we  so  acutely  realized  the  necessity  for  this,  for  never  be- 
fore have  the  lines  of  racial  differences  been  so  emphasized 
as  since  this  war  between  the  mother  countries  in  Europe.  The 
great  melting  pot  has  been  doing  its  work  but,  slowly.  It 
seemed  to  need  stirring  and  the  stirring  has  come  in  the 
shape  of  books  and  pamphlets  and  Americanization  cam- 
paigns. 

One  of  the  most  sincere  and  able  books  on  the  subject  is  the 
Confession  of  a  Hyphenated^  American,  by  Edward  A.  Steiner. 
The  author,  himself  an  immigrant  to  our  shores,  has  Hved  for 
forty  years  in  this  country  and  learned  to  love  it  as  his  own. 
The  book  is  imbued  with  the  finest  and  truest  American  ideals 
and  it  also  reveals  the  keenest  sympathy  and  understanding  for 
the  feelings  of  the  foreign  born  at  this  crucial  time.    To  whom 
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then  could  we  turn  with  greater  confidence  than  to  this 
splendid  American  for  advice  in  the  handling  of  this  impor- 
tant problem? 

Eugenics 

Of  interest  to  parents,  teachers,  and  legislators  is  the  new 
book  on  the  subject  of  eugenics  by  Professor  Michail  F.  Guyer, 
of  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  It  is  called  Being  Well  Born, 
and  treats  the  subject  in  a  most  thorough  and  scientific  fashion. 
The  discussions  are  based  upon  Mendel's  Law  of  Heredity.  The 
widely  accepted  fallacies  concerning  prenatal  influences  are 
cleared  away  and  responsibility  for  conduct  is  carefully  consid- 
ered. The  effect  of  hercditv  in  nervous  and  mental  defects,  in 
crime  and  delinquency  is  shown  and  the  possibility  of  better- 
ment of  the  race  through  our  knowledge  of  heredity. 

The  book  has  been  highly  praised  by  such  authorities  as  David 
Starr  Jordan,  of  Leland  Stanford,  and  Professor  E,  G.  Conklin, 
of  Princeton  University.  It  is  a  most  vitally  interesting  subject 
presented  in  a  scholarly  and  scientific  way. 

"World  Peace  and  the  College  Man" 

Dr.  David  Starr  Jordan,  of  Leland  Stanford  University,  spoke 
to  the  students  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  November 
upon  this  subject.  In  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the 
lectureship  and  to  the  great  benefit  of  the  public  in  general  his 
lecture  has  been  published  in  book  form. 

Dr.  Jordan  shows  how  patriotism  has  grown  in  its  applica- 
tion from  small  groups  to  larger  and  larger  ones.  We  all  feel 
civic  patriotism  but  that  in  no  way  interferes  with  our  patriotism 
for  our  state  and  our  nation.  Then  why  not  extend  our  pa- 
triotism and  uphold  world-citizenship  against  nationalism?  It 
is  only  a  step  farther  in  advance.  "The  town  has  no  welfare," 
says  Dr.  Jordan,  "no  prosperity,  no  justice  that  does  not  involve 
the  welfare  of  its  sister  towns,  so  no  nation  can  prosper  through 
the  ruin  of  sister  nations.  The  states  of  the  civilized  world 
form  an  economic  unit.  Each  gains  through  the  welfare  of 
others.  Each  suffers  through  v/hatever  interferes  with  another's 
prosperity." 

Then  the  author  goes  on  to  show  that  the  duty  of  the  educated 
men,  the  "picked  half  million,"  is  to  bring  about  a  "planetary 
patriotism,"  a  "sense  of  the  welfare  of  the  whole  world,  instead 
of  promoting  the  petty  provincial  rivalries  of  one  nation  against 
another."  And  as  for  peace,  lasting  peace,  which  is  based  upon 
mutual  trust  and  international  confidence,  he  says,  "Sooner  or 
later  that  must  come,  for  as  sure  as  the  day  follows  night,  the 
principle  of  federation  must  succeed  unbalanced  nationalism  in 
the  development  of  the  civilized  world." 

This  is  the  work  for  America  and  for  the  young  men  of  the 
future. 
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Unique  Anthology 

A  most  inspiring  anthology  has  been  eompiled  by  England's 
poet  laureate,  Mr.  Robert  Bridges.  The  title,  The  Spirit  of 
Man,  indicates  what  the  compiler  is  trying  to  bring  out,  that 
idealism  is  the  foundation  of  human  life.  In  poetry  and  prose, 
in  the  works  of  modern  poets  and  ancient  sages,  in  the  English 
and  French  productions  cited  the  theme  is  the  same.  To  allow 
consecutive  reading  and  to  enhance  the  enjoyment  derived  from 
following  this  testimony  to  the  presence  and  importance  of  the 
spirit  of  man  in  the  world,  Mr.  Bridges  has  omitted  all  titles 
and  authors*  names  in  the  text  of  the  book.  Another  interest 
is  also  added  by  this  arrangement;  that  of  identifying  the  selec- 
tions in  the  index  and  of  seeing  how  far  one's  own  conjectures 
were  right  or  wrong.  The  entire  collection  with  its  adequate 
notes  bears  witness  to  the  wide  reading  and  good  taste  of  the 
compiler. 

Relaxation 

Play,  laughter,  profanity,  alcohol,  and  war  are  the  forms  of 
relaxation  which  are  dealt  with  in  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Patrick's 
Psychology  of  Relaxation.  They  seem  widely  divergent  sub- 
jects but  upon  closer  consideration  it  will  appear  that  they  are 
all  expressions  of  earlier  and  more  elemental  forms  of  be- 
havior and  so  act  as  a  relief  from  the  burdens  of  our  modern 
tense  civilization. 

All  progress  throughout  the  ages  has  been  rythmical,  a  series 
of  advances  by  stress  and  strain,  necessarily  followed  by  periods 
of  relaxation  and  return  to  primitive  habits.  But  still  the  prog- 
ress has  continued.  The  important  thing  at  this  stage  of  our 
evolution  is  to  find  out  how  to  make  these  periods  of  relaxation, 
these  relapses  into  primitive  habits,  unnecessary.  The  stress  and 
strain  must  be  lessened  by  introducing  normal  and  healthful 
forms  of  relaxation.  The  author  says,  "There  is  a  lack  of 
adjustment  somewhere,  and  the  problem  of  the  day  is  to  find 
out  where  it  is  and  how  it  may  be  remedied.  It  is  not  our 
purpose  in  this  book  to  study  this  great  problem,  but  rather  a 
single  phase  of  it,  namely,  the  relation  of  work  and  play,  and 
the  results  both  to  the  individual  and  to  society  of  excessive 
work  and  insufficient  relaxation."  And  again,  "In  the  following 
pages  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  study  the  strength  of  this 
human  material,  to  study  the  causes  of  the  social  strains  and  the 
forms  and  directions  taken  by  the  social  reactions.  If  these 
studies  teach  us  nothing  more  they  will  at  least  show  that  the 
folly  of  explaining  war  by  referring  it  to  mere  political  rivalries 
is  no  less  flian  that  of  referring  amusement  crazes  to  'frivolity' 
and  the  desire  for  alcohol  to  'depravity'."  The  book  is  intensely 
interesting  and  timely.

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Mexico 

Our  near  and  most  troublesome  neighbor  has  stirred  up  a  good 
deal  of  interest  recently.  Even  the  queer  sounding  Spanish 
names  are  becoming  familiar  and  there  is  scarcely  anyone  who 
does  not  want  to  know  more  about  the  history  of  the  country, 
the  people  themselves,  and  the  causes  and  outlook  of  this  pres- 
ent upheaval.  There  are  many  who  think  that  much  of  the 
trouble  for  us  might  have  been  averted  had  there  been  among 
Americans  a  better  understanding  of  the  Mexican  and  his  way 
of  doing  things. 

For  a  thorough  study  of  Mexico  one  could  not  afford  to  omit 
Frescott's  classic  Conquest  of  Mexico.  It  is  unfailing  in  its  in- 
terest and  an  excellent  authority.  Kate  Stephens,  in  the  Master- 
ing of  Mexico,  has  recently  given  us  a  more  brief  account  of 
the  same  period,  told  in  the  words  of  one  of  the  old  Spanish 
conquistadores.  For  the  later  periods  Bancroft's  History  of 
Mexico  is  very  good.  It  is  an  excellent  authority,  condensed, 
not  at  all  descriptive  or  analytical.  Carson's  Mexico;  the  Won- 
derland of  the  South  could  be  used  with  it,  as  it  is  almost  en* 
tirely  descriptive. 

Two  very  good  books  on  our  war  with  Mexico  are  Rives* 
The  United  States  and  Mexico,  18 21-18 48;  a  history  of  the 
relations  between  the  two  countries  from  the  independence  of 
Mexico  to  the  close  of  the  war  with  the  United  States,  and,  a 
1916  book,  Farnham  Bishop's  Our  First  War  in  Mexico.  The 
latter  is  written  in  a  simple,  popular  style  for  the  average  reader. 
For  an  account  of  some  of  the  early  filibustering  expeditions  to 
Mexico  one  might  read  A.  E.  Powell's  Road  to  Glory.  One 
chapter  relates  how  Texas  freed  herself  from  her  Mexican 
rulers. 

An  unbiased  and  fair  understanding  of  the  recent  political 
situation  can  be  obtained  only  by  reading  widdy  and  from 
different  points  of  view.  The  following  titles,  only  a  few  of 
the  many  dealing  with  the  subject,  have  been  chosen  because 
of  the  diversity  of  opinion  expressed  by  them:  The  Political 
Shame  of  Mexico,  E.  I.  Bell;  Carransa  and  Mexico,  Carlo  de 
Fornaro;  Modern  Mexico,  Robert  J.  McHugh;  Insurgent  Mex- 
ico, John  Reed;  Benighted  Mexico,  Randolph  Wellford  Smith; 
and  The  Case  of  Mexico  and  the  Policy  of  President  Wilson, 
by  Rafael  de  Zayas  Euriquez.  An  interesting  account  of  the 
troublesome  times  between  October  8th,  1913,  and  the  breaking 
off  of  diplomatic  relations  on  April  23rd,  1914,  may  be  found 
in  Mrs.  Nelson  O'Shaughnessy's  book,  A  Diplomat's  Wife  in 
Mexico.  The  author's  social  position  gave  her  unusual  oppor- 
tunities for  knowing  the  history  makers  of  this  time  and  her 
impressions  of  the  events,  the  people  and  the  country  are  most 
pleasingly  expressed. 

A  very  recent  book  which  should  be  valuable  to  business  men 
is  Plain  Facts  About  Mexico,  by  George  J.  Hagar.    It  is  short 
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and  concise.  It  gives  reliable  information  on  Mexico's  natural, 
racial,  economic,  and  industrial  conditions. 

There  are  many  descriptions  of  Mexico.  The  wonderful 
natural  scenery,  the  variations  of  climate,  the  relics  of  the  an- 
cient Spanish  regime  and  the  customs  and  character  of  the 
people,  seemingly  so  difficult  of  comprehension  to  the  American 
mind,  have  all  attracted  writers  and  there  are  innumerable  books 
of  varying  interest.  The  most  recent  and  undoubtedly  the  most 
fascinating  book  of  this  type  is  Tramping  Through  Mexico, 
Guatemala  and  Honduras,  by  Harry  A.  Franck.  It  gives  an 
excellent  idea  of  the  character  of  the  native.  Mr.  Franck  has 
lived,  slept,  eaten  and  worked  with  the  Mexican  peon  and 
knows  him  as  few  other  white  men  do.  His  hazardous  journey 
through  the  heart  of  the  mountainous  country,  inhabited  only 
by  Indians  and  bandits,  is  most  thrilling  reading.  As  has  often 
been  said  Mr.  Franck  is  "the  prince  of  vagabonds."  He  takes 
time  and  opportunity  to  see  things  as  they  are  and  has  a  most 
enjoyable  way  of  conveying  his  information  to  his  readers. 

The  magazines  have  recently  had  many  interesting  articles 
on  Mexico.  The  National  Geographic  for  July  is  entirely  de- 
voted to  that  subject  except  for  one  brief  article  on  the  Danish 
West  Indies,  and  in  the  August  number  of  the  North  American 
Review  Mr.  Burges  Johnson,  in  an  article  called  A  Memory  of 
Mexico,  gives  a  vivid  impression  of  the  emotional,  affectionate, 
cruel,  childlike  character  of  the  people. 


Samuel    Butler 

It  is  said  that  "Earthly  fame  is  Fortime's  frail  dependent" 
and  Fortune  is  notoriously  capricious,  but  it  is  seldom  that  any- 
thing quite  so  worth  while  as  the  works  of  Samuel  Butler  have 
had  to  wait  so  long  for  recognition.  He  explains  the  reason 
for  his  unpopularity  himself  in  his  Notebooks,  when  he  says, 
"I  have  chosen  the  fighting  road  rather  than  the  hang-on-to-a- 
great-man  road,  and  what  can  a  man  who  does  this  look  for 
except  that  people  should  try  to  silence  him  in  whatever  way 
they  think  will  be  most  effectual?  In  my  case  they  have  thought 
it  best  to  pretend  that  I  am  non-existent."  In  many  passages 
he  shows  his  confidence  in  the  ultimate  worth  of  what  he  was 
doing,  and  his  firm  belief  in  its  future  recognition.  His  present 
popularity  vindicates  his  faith. 

Samuel  Butler  was  born  in  Nottinghamshire,  England,  on  De- 
cember 4th,  1835.  His  father  and  grandfather  were  both  clergy- 
men and  he  also  was  trained  for  that  profession  at  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge,  and  later  did  parish  work  in  London.  But 
finding  the  work  uncongenial  he  undertook  sheep-raising  in  New 
Zealand  and  later  made  use  of  these  experiences  in  his  books, 
Rrewhon  and  Ercwhon  Revisited.  Upon  returning  to  London 
he    undertook    the    study    of    art,    exhibiting    regularly   in    the 
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Academy  between  1868  and  1876.  He  was  also  a  musician  or, 
as  he  preferred  to  call  himself,  a  "Handelian,"  since  modern 
music  had  no  attraction  for  him.  However  in  1877  he  recognized 
literature  as  his  chief  occupation  and  devoted  himself  more  ex- 
clusively to  it  until  his  death  in  1902. 

Butler  pursued  investigations  in  classical  scholarship,  in  Shake- 
spearian criticism,  and  in  biology,  three  of  his  books  attacking 
Darwinism  in  no  uncertain  terms.  In  his  novel,  The  Way  of 
All  Flesh,  which  is  to  a  great  extent  auto-biographical,  he  chal- 
lenges the  methods  employed  in  the  bringing  up  of  children,  and 
arouses  a  good  deal  of  mental  activity  in  his  readers  upon  re- 
ligious and  moral  subjects. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  Bernard  Shaw  acknowledges 
Butler  as  the  source  and  inspiration  of  many  of  his  ideas.  In 
his  preface  to  Major  Barbara,  Shaw  says,  "It  drives  one  almost 
to  despair  of  English  Literature  when  ones  sees  so  extraordinary 
a  study  of  English  life  as  Butler's  posthumous  Way  of  All 
Flesh  making  so  little  impression  that  when,  some  years  later, 
I  produce  plays  in  which  Butler's  extraordinarily  fresh,  free, 
and  future-piercing  suggestions  have  an  obvious  share,  I  am 
met  with  nothing  but  vague  cacklings  about  Ibsen  and  Nietzsche 
.     Really,  the  English  do  not  deserve  to  have  great  men."

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NOTES  ON  NEW  BOOKS 

Reminitcencet 

Those  who  enjoyed  the  Letters  of  Charles  Eliot  Norton  will 
find  a  similar  treat  awaiting  them  in  Old  Familiar  Faces  by 
Theodore  Watts-Dunton.  His  literary  style  is  charming  and 
reveals  a  man  of  the  most  refined  tastes  and  highest  principles. 
His  sketches  of  his  noted  friends  are  literary  rather  than  per- 
sonal, although  many  adventures  with  them  of  an  intimate  char- 
acter are  related.  Swinburne  was  for  many  years  an  inmate  of 
Watts'  household.  The  introduction  gives  an  idea  of  the  fine 
relationship  which  existed  between  them.  The  other  chapters 
are  concerned  with  George  Barrow,  Rosetti,  Tennyson,  AVilliam 
Morris,  and  others.  Certain  philosophies  of  the  author  from 
time  to  time  creep  into  the  text,  illuming  his  character  and 
making  it  more  clear  to  the  reader  how  one  man  could  be 
capable  of  so  many  wonderful  friendships. 

Eugene  Brieux 

The  signature  of  Brieux  upon  any  drama  stamps  it  at  once 
as  serious,  purposeful  and  well  written.  His  latest  plays, 
Woman  On  Her  Own,  False  Gods,  and  The  Red  Robe,  present 
present  day  problems  in  sharply  drawn  pictures. 

Woman  on  Her  Own,  which  has  been  translated  by  Mrs. 
Bernard  Shaw,  tells  of  the  unsuccessful  efforts  of  a  college  bred 
girl,  who  has  lost  her  fortune,  to  make  a  living  and  be  inde- 
pendent. The  conditions  of  such  a  struggle  are  fairly  well 
known  to  the  average  reader  or  play  goer  but  the  presentation 
of  the  facts  in  a  single  instance  has  a  clarifying  effect  and  pro- 
duces a  sharp  impression.  Since  the  amelioration  of  the  work- 
ing woman's  lot  depends  largely  upon  the  education  and  broad- 
ening of  public  opinion,,  the  presentation  and  reading  of  this 
play  will  do  much  toward  that  end. 

The  scene  of  False  Gods  is  placed  in  Egypt  where  in  the 
worship  of  the  ancient  Egyptian  gods  ignorance,  superstition,  and 
their  attendent  misery  are  laid  bare.  The  author's  deeper  mean- 
ing is  easily  di^scernible.  He  attacks  all  false  gods,  all  super- 
stition, all  wilful  ignorance.  He  shows  how  people  clamor  for 
them  and  how  they  impede  the  path  of  truth.  The  subject  is 
a  difficult  one  as  the  author  confesses  in  his  preface.  He  says, 
"This  play  is,  without  doubt,  of  all  my  plays  the  one  which  has 
cost  me  the  most  labor  and  the  one  upon  which  I  have  expended 
the  most  thought  and  time."  The  Egyptian  setting  places  it 
beyond  the  possibility  of  offense  to  various  consciences  which  is 
always  a  danger  when  dealing  with  matters  of  faith. 

The  third  play  in  the  book.  The  Red  Robe,  deals  with  the 
judiciary  of  France,  and  has  therefore  a  more  limited  application 
than  the  other  two.    It  is,  however,  full  of  interest. 
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The  Test  of  Christianity 

Love  or  good  will  is  a  fundamental  natural  law,  as  funda- 
mental as  the  law  of  gravitation,  and  the  disregarding  of  this 
natural  law  is  just  as  sure  to  be  followed  by  evil  consequences 
as  any  disregard  of  the  law  of  gravitation.  This  is  the  theory 
which  Washington  Gladden  propounds  in  his  book,  The  Forks 
of  the  Road,  It  is  the  underlying  doctrine  of  Christianity;  the 
basic  principle  of  all  of  the  teaching  of  Christ,  yet  in  these 
twenty  centuries  since  the  coming  of  Christ  how  little  has  been 
accomplished  by  the  church  in  spreading  the  belief  in  this  truth 
and  its  application  in  every,  walk  of  life.  The  individual,  to  be 
sure,  has  accepted  this  principle  and  to  a  certain  extent  practices 
it.  The  power  of  good  will  is  recognized  in  business  and  is 
being  applied  more  and  more.  The  word  "co-operation,"  now 
so  much  used,  shows  an  underlying  sense  of  brotherhood.  But 
in  international  relations,  where  is  the  brotherhood  there,  where 
the  good  will,  where  the  love  of  fellowmen? 

Ideas  of  patriotism  have  been  clouded  and  narrow.  They 
have  obscured  the  great  general  truth  that  all  men,  no  matter 
what  their  nationality,  are  brothers;  their  interests  are  similar, 
and  nothing  but  the  practice  of  love  and  good  will  among  them 
will  work  for  the  benefit  of  all.  Mr.  Gladden  points  out  that 
we  are  now  at  the  forks  of  the  road.  We  will  either  recognize 
this  law  of  love  and  good  will  among  nations  as  well  as  indi- 
viduals and  dare  to  make  our  stand  for  peace,  or  we  will  go  on 
indefinitely  with  suspicion  and  distrust  of  one  another,  piling 
up  armaments  and  preparing  for  future  wars  more  terrible  even 
than  this  present  horror. 


A  War  Book  For  the  SpecUtort 

Gerald  Stanley  Lee,  in  his  most  unusual  book,  called  We,  has 
attempted  to  express  American  sentiment,  thought,  and  feeling 
during  the  war  and  after.  It  is  a  running  series  of  comments 
about  everything  that  is  going  on  in  the  world.  Some  leading 
ideas  are  that  universal  peace  can  only  be  accomplished  by  first 
acquiring  industrial  peace;  that  men  are  really  the  same  at 
heart  the  world  over,  a  large  brotherhood,  but  they  do  not 
realize  it  and  the  future  work  of  the  world  is  to  bring  this  fact 
to  their  attention.  In  fact,  the  subject  of  attention,  how  to  get 
it,  what  one  must  pay  for  it,  and  many  other  thoughts  concern- 
ing it  occupy  a  good  deal  of  space. 

Henry  Ford  and  his  way  of  expressing  peace  at  home  in  his 
factories  appeals  to  Mr.  Lee  as  typically  American,  and  as  a 
plan  which  will  be  largely  followed  in  the  future. 

Many  good  ideas  are  given  in  a  whimsical,  half  satiric,  half 
serious  manner  through  a  text  of  over  seven  hundred  pages. 
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Youth 

The  drama  of  this  name  by  Max  Halbe  was  first  produced  in 
1893,  but  it  was  not  until  January  of  this  year  that  it  found  its 
v/ay,  in  an  English  translation,  to  our  own  stage.  Its  aim  is, 
as  is  the  aim  of  all  modern  German  drama,  to  depict  everyday 
human  life  as  it  really  is.  It  does  not  attempt  to  point  a  moral 
nor  to  achieve  a  dramatic  climax,  but  to  portray  character,  "char- 
acter which  makes  life  and  is  fate."  In  Youth  one  feels  the 
naturalness  of  the  situation,  or  rather,  one  is  unaware  of  any 
situation  whatever,  so  simple  and  ordinary  are  the  occurrences. 
The  characters  are  all  real  people,  to  be  met  with  in  any  Ger- 
man village,  and  their  emotions  and  the  consequent  tragedy  are 
but  fragments  of  real  life. 

Lewisohn,  in  his  preface,  characterizes  Halbe's  work  and  the 
spirit  which  pervades  it,  as  the  essenfce  of  youth,  which  is  not 
so  universally  known  and  felt  as  it  has  been.  He  says,  "I  see 
youth  all  about  me  without  one  touch  of  yearning,  mortally  busy 
in  the  pursuit  of  respectable  advantages,  without  dreams  or  pas- 
sions or  conflicts.  But  apart  from  the  congregations  of  success 
there  must  still  be  those  who,  from  the  memory  of  one  tremor 
felt  long  ago,  one  exquisite  white  moment  of  life,  one  dream 
that  never  came  true,  can  draw  the  knowledge  of  the  charm 
and  meaning  of  Halbe's  art."

A  recent  article  in  the  Dial  characterizes  Rolland  as 
.  .  a  man  of  broad  view  and  of  intimate  knowledge, 
of  very  general  ideas  on  art  and  very  particular  interest  in 
detail."  To  that  estimate  may  be  added  sincerity  and  a 
quality  which  onl>r  great  men  possess,  the  ability  to  live  up  to 
their  own  convictions  in  spite  of  opposition. 

Romain  Rolland  is  best  known  to  American  readers 
through  his  great  trilogy,  the  novel  Jean  Christophe,  the  first 
book  of  which  has  gone  through  its  11th  printing.  But  his 
efforts  have  not  been  confined  to  the  field  of  fiction.  He  was 
until  recently  professor  of  the  history  of  music  at  the  Sor- 
bonne,  and  is  widely  known  as  a  musical  critic.  He  believes 
in  great  men  and  the  inspiration  which  their  lives  can  give 
to  those  of  the  ordinary  mould.  He  has  written  biographies 
of  Tolstoy,  Michelangelo,  Beethoven  and  Handel. 

Fifty  years  ago  Matthew  Arnold  mentioned  Europe  "as 
being  for  intellectual  purposes,  one  great  confederation, 
bound  to  a  joint  action  and  working  to  a  common  result." 
It  is  certain  that  M.  Rolland  considers  it  as  such,  and  by  his 
withdrawal  to  Switzerland  during  the  war  and  from  his  ut- 
terances since  that  time,  it  is  readily  discernible  to  a  neutral 
that  his  conception  of  the  federation  of  Europe  was  that  it 
was  more  than  a  literary  one.  This  breadth  of  view  and  lofty 
attitude  have  aroused  almost  universal  misunderstanding  and 
hatred;  among  his  own  people  because  he  seems  to  lack  pa- 
triotism, and  among  the  enemy  as  well  because  he  is  not  suf- 
ficiently warm  in  his  regard  for  them.  The  attacks  in  cur- 
rent literature  are  too  numerous  to  attempt  to  quote.  Their 
chief  refrain  is  that  while  all  his  countrymen  are  giving  their 
all  unquestioningly  in  defense  of  France,  he  sits  aloof  and 
does  not  even  hearten  them  on  with  words  of  encourage- 
ment and  praise.  In  his  defense,  one  of  his  former  col- 
leagues. Prof.  Henri  Lichtenberger,  has  said,  "I  find  that  many 
people  here  in  France  arc  extremely  unjust  towards  Romain 
Rolland,  who  is  one  of  the  noblest-minded  men  I  know,  and 
whose  broad  Europeanism  and  spirit  of  equity  are  admirable 
to  behold.  It  is  permissible  to  entertain  different  views  as 
to  the  wisdom  of  his  decision  to  remain  in  Switzerland  dur- 
ing the  war  and  to  try  and  plac'e  himself  above  the  con- 
tending parties.  But  one  should  bear  in  mind  that  Romain 
Rolland  has  no  military  duties  to  perform,  has  no  brother  or 
son  in  the  army,  and  is  in  bad  health,  and  consequently  in  a 
much  better  position  than  most  of  us  to  assume  this  attitude."

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NOTES  ON  NEW  BOOKS 
"The  Mountain" 

The  subtitle  of  this  book,  "Renewed  Studies  in  Impres- 
sions and  Appearances/'  explains  much  concerning  the  object 
of  the  book.  It  is  not  simply  a  scientific  study,  but  is  occu- 
pied with  the  beauty  of  the  mountains  which  is  explained 
and  amplified  by  the  author's  rich  store  of  scientific  and 
historical  knowledge. 

Professor  John  C.  Van  Dyke  begins  his  description  by 
an  account  of  a  trip  across  the  prairie  with  a  band  of  Indians, 
which  is  as  fascinating  as  any  Indian  tale  that  was  ever 
written.  And  thus  he  brings  his  reader  to  the  Bad  Lands 
and  so  on  to  the  distant  Rockies,  weaving  into  his  narrative 
information  concerning  the  wild  animal  life  of  the  country, 
the  habits  of  the  Indians,  and  the  causes  and  effects  of  the 
dififerent  formations  of  the  earth.  Through  it  all  his  great 
love  and  appreciation  of  Nature's  grandeur  and  beauty  are 
expressed  with  unusual  literary  charm  and  ability.  The 
Rocky  Mountains  are  not  the  only  ones  described,  although 
they  occupy  the  greatest  part  of  the  book. 

An  Old  Story  in  New  Form 

The  Great  Mase  by  Hermann  Hagedom  tells  anew  the  story 
of  Agememnon's  home  coming  after  ten  years  spent  in  con- 
quering Troy.  The  age  old  tragedy  is  reacted  before  us 
by  such  human  figures  that  only  the  classic  names  recall 
to  us  the  fact  that  mythology  and  legendary  history  claim 
them  for  their  own.  The  blank  verse  with  its  stately  rhythm 
which  the  author  has  used  as  his  medium  is  especially  suited 
to  the  subject,  and  breathes  forth  the  spirit  of  the  royal 
tragedy  which  follows.  The  Poetry  Review  says  of  it,  "It 
is  a  great  subject,  greatly  handled.  The  whole  poem  is  full 
of  pictures  that  live  and  breathe.  This  poem  is  a  thing  to 
be  read  by  many,  and  not  once  nor  twice." 

In  the  same  book  is  the  author's  play  The  Heart  of  Youth, 
The  idea  is  well  conceived  and  contains  a  definite  message 
but  it  cannot  be  said  that' the  form  has  been  as  well  worked 
out  as  in  the  preceding  poem. 

PreparedneM  for  Peace 

Dr.  John  Haynes  Holmes,  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah 
New  York;  who  is  widely  known  for  his  activity  in  the  ranks 
of  the  pacifists,  has  marshalled  his  arguments  into  book  form: 
New  Wars  For  Old,  Radical  pacifism  he  terms  it,  in  which 
he  insists  that  non-resistance  is  "an  essentially  positive  and 
indeed  aggressive  state  of  mind  and  attitude."  He  says,  "The 
true  non-resistant  is  militant — ^but  he  lifts  his  militancy  from 
the  plane  of  physical,  to  the  plane  of  moral  and  spiritual 
force." 


Dr.  Holmes  realizes  that  in  the  abstract  his  belief  is  accepted 
by  everybody,  but  for  every  day  purposes,  for  "workableness," 
it  is  disregarded  by  the  vast  majority,  as  the  world  at  war 
proves.  Therefore  he  has  bent  his  energies  upon  proving  the 
practicability  of  non-resistance,  and  the  fallacies  of  force.  He 
is  not  to  be  outdone  by  Bernhardi,  who  in  his  Germany  and  the 
N£xt  War  asserts  that  force  is  a  biological  necessity  and  that, 
"At  the  basis  of  all  healthy  development,  nay  of  existence 
itself,^  is  the  struggle  for  existence."  Dr.  Holmes  grants 
that  in  the  earliest  ages  "this  interpretation  of  life  in  terms 
of  physical  energy  and  prowess"  was  actually  s<>,  but  point- 
edly asks  where  these  armed  monsters  are  now,  of  whom  we 
only  know  through  the  unearthing  of  an  occasional  skeleton. 
In  proving  the  absolute  workableness  of  non-resistance.  Dr. 
Holmes  gives  innumerable  examples  both  from  ancient  and 
modern  times.  His  eloquence  and  sincerity  combined  with 
his  wonderful  reasoning  power  make  his  arguments  strong 
and  telling.

We  quote  the  following  from  the  Librarian's  column  of 
the  Boston  Transcript: 

"This  is  from  the  Saturday  Evening  Post:  'Our  mail 
makes  us  a  bit  peevish  about  public  libraries  in  general. 
Many  times  every  year  we  are  asked  to  recommend  a  book 
containing  information  on  this  or  that  subject  of  general  in- 
terest. We  are  always  glad  to  comply  to  the  best  of  our 
limited  ability;  yet  we  never  answer  one  of  these  letters 
without  wondering  why  public  libraries  do  not  impress  them- 
selves more  definitely  and  extensively  upon  the  conscious- 
ness of  those  who  support  them  or  whose  beneficiaries  they 
are  supposed  to  be. 

"*The  writer  of  the  letter  is  obviously  intelligent  or  he 
would  not  be  seeking  information.  By  the  same  token  he  is 
interested  in  subjects  of  general  concern.  Yet,  as  obviously, 
he  does  not  know  that  about  three  times  out  of  five  there  is 
a  public  institution  not  far  from  him,  supported  at  large  ex- 
pense, which  not  only  contains  standard  books  on  the  sub- 
ject he  wants  to  know  about,  but  makes  a  special  business  of 
supplying  him  with  those  books  promptly  and  without 
expense. 

"  'From  its  card  index  he  can  learn  in  five  minutes  what 
books  there  are  on  the  subject,  and  attendants  will  fetch  them 
to  him  on  request.  Invariably,  in  our  experience,  the  library 
staff  is  informed  and  attentive.  It  will  go  to  any  pains,  most 
willingly,  to  put  the  resources  of  the  library  at  the  disposal 
of  an  inquirer.  Within  its  own  walls  the  institution  func- 
tions admirably;  but  a  great  many  people  do  not  know  of  it 
in  such  a  way  that,  being  athirst  for  information,  they  turn 
to  it  as  naturally  as  a  dry  man  turns  to  a  water  faucet. 

"  *The  library  habit  is  one  of  the  best  that  any  person  can 
form.  There  should  be  a  more  strenuous  effort  to  inculcate 
it.  Meantime  take  the  initiative  yourself.  Get  acquainted 
with  your  public  library.* 

"This  article  is  more  intelligent  than  many  which  appear 
in  print  about  public  libraries.  Yet  the  writer  of  the  article 
seems  to  have  missed  two  simple  facts.  Some  librarians, 
who  advocate  'library  advertising,'  miss  them,  too.  Here 
they  are: 

1.  A  great  many  public  libraries  do  not  'impress  them- 
selves more  definitely  and  extensively'  upon  their  town  or 
city,  because  they  have  no  money  wherewith  to  do  it. 

2.  A  great  many  public  libraries  do  not  try  to  impress 
themselves  more  extensively  upon  their -communities  because 
they  are  so  poorly  supported  that  they  cannot  handle  the 
work  they  have  already. 
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"In  other  words,  what  is  the  use  for  a  public  library  to 
try  to  get  more  and  more  people  to  come  to  it,  when  it  can- 
not furnish  enough  books  to  supply  those  who  are  already 
coming? 

"The  blame  does  not  lie  with  'the  girl  at  the  desk'  (though 
she  gets  a  good  deal  of  it),  nor  with  the  chief  librarian  of  the 
library  (though  he  hears  much  of  it),  nor  even  with  the 
board  of  trustees  (though  some  of  it  percolates  through  to 
them),  nor  always  even  with  the  city  government.  It  lies 
with  the  citizens,  who  are  not  really  interested. 

"No  matter  what  may  be  done  by  libraries,  the  editor  of 
the  Saturday  Evening  Post  and  of  other  wide-awake  publica- 
tions will  always  receive  letters  from  people  who  could  more 
easily  have  applied  to  a  nearby  public  library  for  the  infor- 
mation. 

"No  matter  how  much  advertising  might  be  done  in  the 
future  by  libraries,  no  matter  how  much  trouble  might  be 
taken  to  impress  a  library  more  extensively  upon  the  city, 
no  matter  how  many  business  branches  are  founded,  there 
will  always  be  a  class  of  people  conspicuous  for  its  absence 
in  the  library.  And  this  is  the  class  libraries  are  fighting 
hardest  to  capture:  the  business  men. 

"To  capture  a  real,  live  'business  man'  within  the  walls  of 
the  library  is  the  sweetest  dream  of  every  librarian's  fancy. 
He  longs  to  take  the  scalps  of  six  or  seven  'solid'  business 
men  to  the  next  library  convention — to  show  them  to  his  en- 
vious colleagues.  They  must  be  solid  business  men — ^no 
jelly-like  ones  are  desired.  Better  still,  if  they  can  be  hard- 
headed.  Ones  whose  skulls  are  still  in  a  mushy  condition 
are  not  wanted.    But  the  business  men  remain  coy. 

"Why?    Why  do  not  the  business  men  come? 

"Probably  some  of  them  keep  away  because  they  know  a 
library  is  a  haunt  of  poets,  of  freaks,  of  long-haired  men  and 
short-haired  women,  of  people  looking  up  quotations  or.  ref- 
erences for  a  paper  at  a  woman's  club,  of  persons  who  look 
as  if  they  went  to  'pink  teas.'  Nothing  irritates  a  solid  busi- 
ness man  so  much  as  poetry;  nothing  puts  him  in  such  a 
rage  as  pink  teas.  He  can  stand  heliotrope  teas,  or  even 
lavender  ones.  But  you  must  not  mention  pink  teas  to  him! 
Moreover,  somebody  might  quote  poe'lry  to  him  in  the  li- 
brary.   That  would  spoil  his  digestion  for  the  day. 

"Many  alert  librarians  are  trying  to  remove  this  stigma 
from  the  library.  Poets  are  discouraged,  and  the  hair  must 
be  kept  short  or  long  according  to  the  proper  convention  for 
your  sex.  They — the  librarians — are  speaking  admirably  of 
'shirt-sleeves  literature,'  and  expressing  contempt  for  Brown- 
ing, Ibsen,  and  'all  that  high  brow  stuff.'  They  give  you  to 
understand  that  if  you  need  eight  or  ten  live  pages  ripped  out 
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of  the  center  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  Bill- 
swash,  Oregon,  then  the  library  is  the  right  place  to  come. 
But  if  you  wish  to  read  Howells  or  Macaulay,  'like  those 
high-brows  do*  (for  some  of  them  are  cultivating  the  peculiar 
grammar  of  the  successful  writers  of  advertisements)  you  will 
have  to  call  at  the  back  door. 

"But  it  is  all  a  mistake.  These  methods  will  not  attract 
business  men,  either  solid  or  fluid.  At  least,  they  will  not 
attract  them  in  numbers  large  enough  to  make  a  ripple.  It 
is  a  fundamental  characteristic  which  is  wrong  with  a  public 
library  from  the  business  man's  point  of  view.     It  is  free. 

"The  business  man  is  nurtured  in  the  belief  that  a  thing 
which  costs  nothing  is  worth  nothing.  A  great  many  other 
people  have  the  same  idea.  Most  of  us  have  it  in  one  form 
or  another.  The  business  man  believes  it  more  firmly  than 
the  rest  of  us.    He  has  more  reason  to  believe  it. 

"If  public  libraries  charged  a  small  fee  for  annual  mem- 
bership, it  is  possible  that  more  people  would  frequent  them. 
Certainly  less  fault  would  be  found  with  them. 

"People  who  stand  patiently  in  line  at  a  railroad  or  theater 
ticket  office,  who  shift  from  foot  to  foot  while  five  minutes 
grow  to  ten,  and  ten  to  fifteen,  and  fifteen  to  twenty — these 
same  folk  raise  the  roof  at  a  ten-minute  delay  in  a  library. 
They  write  letters,  signed  'Taxpayer,*  to  the  paper  about  it. 
They  meekly  endure  insults  from  the  clerks  which  would 
make  them  demand  the  head  of  a  library  assistant.  They 
struggle  through  crowds  in  department  stores,  they  breathe 
fetid  air  which  in  a  library  would  cause  them  to  rumble  out 
complaints  without  ceasing.  They  submit  to  ridiculous  over- 
charges, they  struggle  to  force  money  upon  the  clerks  for 
silly  objects,  they  keep  silent  at  petty  cheating — ^but  they  will 
protest  a  four-cent  fine  on  an  overdue  book  at  the  library 
until  their  tongues  can  no  longer  wag. 

"A  large  section  of  the  American  public  has  been  spoiled 
by  free  public  libraries.  Unless  the  exact  book  they  desire 
is  at  hand  the  very  day  it  is  asked  for,  the  complaints  sound 
as  if  some  kind  of  a  fraud  had  been  perpetrated  upon  a  heavy 
investor." 

For  the  Good  of  the  Service 

The  presence  of  assistants  in  the  public  rooms  of  the  Li- 
brary is  primarily  that  they  may  be  at  the  service  of  the 
public  and  the  public  is  invited  to  call  upon  the  assistants 
for  attention  whenever  required.  Naturally,  assistants  on 
duty  are  at  all  times  occupied  with  work  related  to  their  task 
at  hand,  but  they  are  never  so  preoccupied  as  to  lose  sight 
of  the  ultimate  aim  of  all  routine  work,  viz. — the  good  of  the 
public  service. 
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The  assignments  and  schedules  of  work  are  planned  with 
the  view  of  having  competent  assistants  on  hand  at  all  times, 
and  library  patrons  are  encouraged  to  present  their  inquiries 
to  attendants  officially  responsible  for  efficient  service. 


W.  H.  Hudson 

In  his  foreword  to  the  new  edition  of  Green  Mansions, 
Galsworthy  writes,  "Of  all  living  writers — now  that  Tolstoi 
is  gone — I  could  least  dispense  with  W.  H.  Hudson.  His  work 
is  a  vision  of  natural  beauty  and  human  life  as  it  might  be, 
quickened  and  sweetened  by  the  sun  and  the  wind  and  the 
rain,  and  by  fellowship  with  all  the  other  forms  of  life — the 
truest  vision  now  being  given  to  us,  who  are  more  in  want 
of  it  than  any  generation  has  ever  been.  A  very  great  writer; 
and — to  my  thinking — the  most  valuable  our  age  possesses." 

Although  he  has  been  writing  for  over  thirty  years  and 
has  been  intensely  appreciated  by  a  few  discriminating  read- 
ers, the  American  public  as  a  whole  is  only  just  beginning  to 
awaken  to  a  recognition  of  the  value  of  W.  H.  Hudson's 
work.  But  if  the  awakening  has  been  slow,  it  has  been  quite 
thorough,  and  at  present  his  popularity  promises  to  assume 
the  proportions  of  a  veritable  epidemic. 

Of  the  man  himself  little  information  is  obtainable  outside 
of  his  works.  Modest  and  retiring,  writing  without  thought 
of  gain,  "painting  the  thing  as  he  sees  it"  out  of  sheer  love 
of  the  thing  itself,  shunning  the  uncongenial  atmosphere  of 
towns,  finding  his  true  happiness  in  the  deep  romance  of  the 
forests,  the  simple  life  of  English  downs,  or  in  a  contempla- 
tion of  the  life  and  habits  of  birds,  he  stands  as  a  refreshing 
exception  in  an  age  of  extreme  commercialism  and  self- 
laudation. 

A  naturalist  of  exceptional  ability  and  knowledge,  his 
scientific  works  are  interesting  not  alone  to  the  scientist  and 
ornithologist,  but  to  all  who  have  felt  the  call  of  open  sun-lit 
and  tree-shaded  spaces  or  whose  emotions  have  been  quick- 
ened by  that  "best  thing  in  a  wild  bird,  that  free,  joyous,  joy- 
giving  nature  felt  by  every  one  of  us." 

His  more  recent  as  well  as  his  earliest  books  are  romances 
— ^tales  in  which  a  vivid  imagination  and  a  poetic  fancy  far 
beyond  the  ordinary  carry  the  reader  to  the  broad  fertile 
plains  of  South  America  or  the  "green  mansions"  of  her 
tropical  forests,  and  leave  him  refreshed  and  invigorated  by 
his  contact  with  the  great  wholesome  out-of-doors. 

But  whether  he  write  of  bird,  man  or  nature,  W.  H.  Hud- 
son shows  a  complete  mastery  of  his  subject  as  well  as  of 
the  art  of  writing,  and  an  acquaintance  with  any  one  of  his 
books  is  sure  to  lead  to  a  desire  to  know  them  all.

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NOTES  ON  NEW  BOOKS 

The  Dardanelles  Campaign 

The  most  remarkable  feat  of  arms  ever  planned  or  put 
into  execution  by  men  was  undoubtedly  the  attempt  of  the 
allied  nations  in  1915  to  seize  Gallipoli  and  help  the  navy 
through  the  Dardanelles.  The  magnitude  of  the  undertaking 
can  never  be  fully  realized  by  any  but  those  who  accom- 
panied the  expedition.  But  as  an  answer  to  many  inquiries 
concerning  it,  Mr.  Masefield  has  written  a  description  of  the 
campaign  which  is  the  best  word  picture  obtainable  concern- 
ing those  3ix  months  of  struggle  and  toil,  loss  of  life  and 
hardships,  endured  with  an  optimistic  cheerfulness  which 
seems  almost  unbelievable. 

Mr.  Masefield's  estimate  of  the  importance  of  the  cam- 
paign he  expresses  thus:  "Later,  when  there  was  leisure,  I 
began  to  consider  the  Dardanelles  Campaign,  not  as  a  great 
human  mistake,  but  as  a  great  human  effort,  which  came, 
more  than  once,  very  near  to  triumph,  achieved  the  impos- 
sible many  times,  and  failed,  from  something  which  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  arms  nor  with  the  men  who  bore  them.  That 
the  effort  failed  is  not  against  it;  much  that  is  most  splendid 
in  military  history  failed,  many  great  things  and  noble  men 
have  failed.  To  myself,  this  failure  is  the  second  grand  event 
of  the  war;  the  first  was  Belgium's  answer  to  the  German 
ultimatum." 

Maps  are  given  as  well  as  pictures  of  the  country  and 
coast  line,  so  that  the  whole  story,  which  is  graphically  told, 
and  as  fascinating  as  any. story  of  adventure,  may  be  easily 
followed  and  mentally  pictured. 

It  has  been  said  in  praise  of  Mr.  Masefield's  sea  poems 
that,  "A  genuine  sailor  and  a  genuine  poet  are  a  rare  com- 
bination." It  may  be  added  that  still  more  unusual  is  the 
additional  quality  of  historian  which  this  latest  book  so 
amply  justifies. 

Nietztche 

The  most  talked  of,  abused  and  misunderstood  person  of 
the  day  is  probably  the  great  German  philosopher  Nietzsche. 
That  he  has  been  dead  seventeen  years  and  ceased  writing 
over  twenty  years  ago  seems  to  obtain  for  him  no  surcease 
from  malignment.  He  is  called  the  instigator  of  the  Euro- 
pean war  and  his  ideal  of  the  superman  is  deemed  the  basis 
of  Prussian  over-lordship  and  of  the  Teutonic  slogan, 
"Deutschland  iiber  alles." 

An  English  professor  of  philosophy  has  undertaken  the 
correction  of  these  misunderstandings.  Dr.  A.  Wolf  of  the 
University  of   London   gave  three  lectures,   the    object   of 
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which  was  "to  present  the  salient  ideas  of  Nietzsche  in  an 
impartial  and  coherent  manner,  and  with  a  minimum  of  tech- 
nical terms."  These  lectures  have  been  gathered  into  book 
form  under  the  title,  The  Philosophy  of  Nietzsche,  and  make  a 
most  interesting  volume.  Without  any  previous  knowledge 
of  philosophical  expressions,  one  may  get  a  glimpse  into  the 
profound  philosophy  of  a  great  thinker.  His  theory  of  con- 
duct and  morality,  so  often  mis-stated,  is  explained,  as  is  also 
the  theory  of  knowledge  and  the  universe. 

No  attempt  is  made  to  go  very  deeply  into  the  philosophy 
of  Nietzsche.  It  is  merely  a  clear  statement  of  his  funda- 
mental principles,  given  in  an  unbiased  way,  for  th'C  sake  of 
correcting  the  errors  which  have  grown  up  in  the  minds  of 
many  people  concerning  him. 

A  Platform  for  PacifisU    • 

The  proposals  for  the  establishment  of  a  lasting  peace 
after  this  great  war,  have  been  legion.  Each  one,  like  some 
advertisement  for  a  patent  medicine,  claims  an  instant  cure 
for  all  ills  if  its  suggestions  are  adopted,  and  except  for  its 
immediate  adherents,  is  viewed  by  the  world  at  large  with  a 
great  measure  of  distrust. 

However,  the  subject  has  finally  been  taken  up  and 
studied  by  men  devoted  to  scientific  research  in  economic 
subjects,  the  Fabian  Society,  and  by  an  expert  especially 
chosen  by  them  for  the  task,  Mr.  L.  S.  Woolf.  The  result  is 
a  work  called  International  government;  together  with  a  project 
by  a  Fabian  committee  for  a  supemational  authority  that  will 
prevent  war, 

Bernard  Shaw  has  written  a  most  non-partisan  introduc- 
tion which  outlines  the  ideas  that  follow  and  suggests  the 
international  spirit  in  which  they  have  been  written. 

The  following  pages  set  forth  the  arguments  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  an  international  high  court,  representative  of 
all  the  forty  or  fifty  nations  of  the  world,  and  endowed  with 
authority  to  enforce  its  decisions.  Cases  are  cited  which 
have  been  settled  by  arbitration  during  the  past  century  and 
their  number  and  importance  is  surprising.  Congresses  and 
conferences  of  the  nations  which  have  done  much  toward 
preserving  peace  in  the  past  are  brought  forward  as  examples 
of  what  might  be  done  with  a  more  representative  and  power- 
ful organization  of  this  character. 

The  last  part  of  the  book  is  given  up  to  "articles  sug- 
gested for  adoption  by  an  international  conference  at  the 
termination  of  the  present  war."  The  membership  of  this 
body,  the  issues  which  would  come  under  its  jurisdiction  and 
those  which  would  not,  the  rule  of  the  majority,  and  many 
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other  subjects  of  prime  importance  in  an  undertaking  of  this 
kind  are  here  suggested;  the  case  being  fairly  argued  for 
each  point. 

A  universal  discussion  and  understanding  of  such  a  pro- 
posal as  this  would  do  much  to  aid  its  speedy  adoption  and 
help  materially  the  cause  of  peace.
